Sim  :  —  I  have  the  lioiioi;  to  present  to  the  Legishiture  u 
report  on  the  custody  iind  condhion  of  the  public  records  of 
parishes,  towns,  and  counties.  . 

By  Chapter  05,  Kcsolves  of  1884,  the  Governor  and  Council 
Avere  authorized  to  appoint  a  suitable  person,  to  serve  without 
compensation,  who  should  report  to  the  succeeding  Legislature 
upon  the  condition  of  the  public  records  of  the  parishes,  towns, 
and  counties  of  the  Commonwealth.  Under  this  resolve. 
Governor  Robinson  did  me  the  honor  to  ask  me  to  make  a 
report  to  the  Legislature,  showing,  in  a  general  way,  the  con- 
dition of  the  records  referred  to  in  the  resolve,  and  suggested 
that  it  might  be  well,  as  the  decennial  census  was  approaching, 
to  arrange  for  the  collection  of  preliminary  material  through 
the  mnchinery  thereof.  February  12,  1885,  1  sent  a  communi- 
cation to  the  honorable  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives, 
stating  the  general  difliculties  encountered  and  that  no  estimate 
of  the  condition  of  the  public  records  of  parishes,  towns,  and 
counties  could  be  made  without  information  of  a  specific  nature, 
and  asked  that  the  sum  of  $500  be  appropriated  for  the  purpose 
of  carrying  out  the  above  mentioned  provisions  of  Chapter  65. 
In  response  to  this  request,  the  Legislature  promptly  authorized 
me,  b}'  Chapter  19  of  the  Resolves  of  1885,  ai)proved  IVIarch 
11,  to  expend  a  sum  not  exceeding  $500  in  collecting  the  neces- 
sary information  in  regard  to  the  records  named,  sucli  informa- 
tion to  be  collected  so  far  as  p()ssi])le  by  means  of  the  Census 
of  1885,  and  ordered  that  the  rc})ort  called  for  l)y  the  Resolve 
of  1884  be  made  to  the  next  Legislature,  that  is,  to  the  Legis- 
lature of  1880.

REPOKT  ON  PUr.LIC  EECORDS. 


During  the  progress  of  tlie  Census  of  1885,  and  under  the 
resolve  just  referred  to,  much  infonnation  was  collected,  ])y 
means  of  the  Census  Enumerators,  relating  to  tlic  records  of 
towns  and  parishes,  and,  by  the  emplo^^ment  of  special  agents, 
relative  to  court  and  county  records.  The  pressure  of  the 
work  pertaining  to  the  census  was  such  that  tlie  information 
collected  in  1885  could  not  be  compiled  at  once,  and  it  was 
not  until  1888  that  the  returns  made  l)y  tlie  enumerators  and 
special  agents  were  critically  exan:iined.  AVliih'.  a  vast  deal  of 
information  had  been  collected,  and  that  of  a  very  valua1)le 
character,  it  was  evident  that  much  more  would  be  needed  to 
perfect  the  data  in  order  to  enable  me  to  make  ah  ititeUigent 
report  to  the  Legislature  upon  the  condition  of  recoixls.  To 
this  end  tlie  following  resolve  was  passed  February  9,  1888  : 

[Chaptek  9.] 

Resolve  in  kelation  to  public  kecokds  of  parishes,  towns  and 

counties. 

JRcsolvcd,  Tliat  the  cominissioner  appointed  under  tlie  provisions  of  cha})- 
ter  sixty-five  of  the  resolves  of  the  year  eighteen  hinidr(;d  and  eighty-four, 
relating  to  publie  reeords  of  parishes,  towns,  tuid  counties,  is  herein'  autlior- 
ized  to  exixnid  a  sura  not  exceeding  fifteen  liundred  doUars,  for  the  purposes 
of  compiling  and  tabulating  the  information  relating  to  such  records  col- 
lected in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  chapter  nineteen  of  the  resolves 
of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-five,  and  to  make  the  report  in 
print  called  for  by  said  resolves.    [Apjjrovcd  Fchrjiary  9,  1SS8. 

Under  this  authorization  I  at  once  began  the  Avork  of  col- 
lecting missing  information,  and  for  this  purpose  appointed 
Robert  T.  Swan,  Esq.,  as  Secretary  of  the  Commission.  Cor- 
respondence Avith  town  and  parish  authorities  and  interviews 
with  clerks  of  courts  developed  the  necessity  of  still  further 
and  more  efficient  lal)ors  in  order  to  secure  Avhat  the  Legisla- 
ture originally  intended.  I,  therefore,  asked  the  Legishiture 
to  grant  further  means,  and  May  18,  1888,  near  tlie  close  of 
the  session,  the  Legislature  passed  a  Kcsolve,  Chapter  81  of 
the  Resolves  of  that  year,  by  which  tlie  Commissioner  appointed 
under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  65  of  the  Resolves  of  1884, 
relating  to  pu])lic  records  of  parishes,  towns,  and  counties,  was 
authorized  to  expend  a  sum  not  exceeding  $2,500,  in  addition 
to  the  Sinn  authorized  by  Cha])ter  9,  given  above.  Under  tbis 
authoj'ization  the  work  lias  ])een  carried  tbrough,  and  yet  it  is 
far  from  complete  ;.  it  is  as  conclusive  as  it  is  possible  to  make 
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it,  however,  when  considered  on  tlic  general  l)iisis  as  contem- 
plated by  the  Legislature  at  the  time  of  tlie  passage  of  the 
resolve  of  1884,  originating  the  Commission. 

For  many  years  the  propriety  of  organizing  a  pu])lic  record 
commission,  after  the  style  and  with  the  powers  of  the  English 
record  commission,  has  been  agitated,  the  general  intent  of 
such  a  commission  being  to  bring  into  a  central  depository  all 
the  important  records  of  the  Conmionwealth.  To  such  an 
enterprise  various  objections  have  been  brought,  and  on  vari- 
ous accounts,  both  from  the  econcmiic  and  tlie  local  point  of 
view.  It  was  urged  that  under  such  a  conmiission  great 
expense  would  be  involved  and  the  records  of  towns  and  coun- 
ties would  be  taken  from  tlie  custody  of  the  local  ollicers. 
Town  and  county  pride,  or  better,  town  and  county  public  spirit, 
which  has  always  been  fostered  in  this  Commonwealtli,  seemed 
to  be  opposed  to  such  a  measure,  and  yet  Governors  and  members 
of  the  Legislature  from  time  to  time  have  recos^ni/ed  the  neces- 
sity  of  taking  some  action  by  which  the  public  records  should  not 
only  be  properly  indexed  but  tlioroughly  preserved.  By  Chap- 
ter 60,  Resolves  of  188 1,  a  commission  of  five  was  appointed,  to 
serve  without  pay,  to  investigate  the  condition  of  the  records, 
files,  papers,  and  documents  in  the  State  Department.  This 
commission  consisted  of  the  Honorable  Secretary  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, Hon.  Samuel  A.  Green,  Justin  Winsor,  Esq.,  Wil- 
liam P.  Upham,  Esq.,  and  Hon.  Augustus  E.  Scott.  This- 
commission  made  an  exceedingly  interesting  and  valuable  re- 
port in  January,  1885,  upon  the  condition  of  the  records,  files, 
papers,  and  documents  in  the  Secretary's  Department.  In  this 
report  the  commissioners  say,  with  respect  to  such  documents 
on  file  at  the  State  House,  that  they  '^have  found  the  docu- 
ments of  every  kind  under  his  (the  Secretary's)  charge  in  as 
good  condition  as  he  has  been  permitted,  with  the  clerical 
force  at  his  command,  to  put  them  ;  while  at  the  same  time  the 
commission,  as  a  whole,  may  report  tliat  condition  to  be  far 
from  Avhat  is  desirable."  As  a  result  of  that  report  there  is  no 
doubt  that  the  archives  and  all  i-ecords,  files,  paj^ers,  and  docu- 
ments now  in  the  custody  of  the  State  will  be  brought  into 
excellent  condition  in  due  time. 

It  seems,  then,  that  the  originators  of  the  present  investiga- 
tion had  in  view  the  ascertaining  of  such  information  as  woukl 
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indiciite  the  desirability  or  undesinibilit}'  of  injiking  an}^  cffoii 
on  the  part  of  the  State  for  not  onl}^  bringing  into  ])roper  con- 
dition the  records  of  parishes,  towns,  and  counties,  but  of  ascer- 
taining some  means  of  preserving  them  after  tljcy  are  brought 
into  proper  condition.  My  purpose  lias  been  to  learn  the  custody 
and  condition  of  these  records  so  far  as  possible,  and,  having 
stated  them  to  the  Leo-islature,  to  oiler  siicli  sua^-estions  for 
future  cflbrts  as  the  investigation  might  indicate. 

The  difFiculties  in  the  way  of  carrying  out  the  intent  of  the 
Legislature  were  greater  than  at  first  appeared.  The  inves- 
tigation was  the  first  attempt  in  the  State  of  tlie  kind  con- 
templated. No  apjn'opriation  was  at  first  miide  for  the  pi'c- 
liminary  work,  for  it  was  desirable  that  the  condition  of  tlie 
public  records  should  l)e  ascertained  at  as  little  cost  as  possible 
and  without  the  necessit}^  of  establishing  the  machinery  of  a 
great  record  commission.  The  preliminary  work,  however,  was 
done  at  a  small  cost,  and  in  fact  the  whole  investigation  lias 
been  conducted  and  completed  within  an  expense  of  $4,500. 

It  being  the  first  time  that  an  inquiry  into  the  custody  and 
condition  of  pid)lic  records  has  been  made,  the  official  custo- 
dians of  the  records  had  made  no  examination  which  would 
enable  them  to  answer  carefully  the  necessary  inquiries.  I'he 
town  clerks  and  the  enumerators  during  the  census  diA'ided  tlie 
responsibility ;  for  in  some  cases  the  enumerators  left  bhmks 
with  the  clerks,  expecting  the  clerks  to  fill  and  return  tliem, 
but  often  the  eninnerator  was  obliged  to  make  his  own  exam- 
ination and  report  what  he  happened  to  find.  Church  oflicers 
were  slow  to  furnish  information  in  a  large  number  of  cases, 
although  some  of  them  were  very  prompt  and  very  assiduous 
in  complying  with  the  request  of  the  government.  Oftentimes, 
however,  when  the  cluirch  and  parish  each  had  records,  eitlier 
the  church  or  parish  records  were  forgotten,  and  consequently 
in  many  cases  but  one  set  of  records  is  reported.  All  these 
difilculties  necessitated  an  extensive  correspondence. 

It  is  true  that  much  of  the  data  is  general  and  much  infor- 
mation is  missing,  but  where  it  was  ap})arent  that  information 
was  missing  and  could  ])robably  be  supplied,  it  has  been  asked 
foi*.  Tlie  neglect  to  reply  to  such  requests,  however,  has  made 
it  necessary  to  submit  this  re|)ort  with  some  omissions  and 
apparent  inconsistencies.    In  some  cases  contradictory  infor- 
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mation  has  been  given  by  different  persons,  each  presuming  to 
know  the  truth,  but  unless  one  or  the  other  of  these  statements 
could  be  confirmed  from  some  other  source  than  the  informant 
all  such  information  has  been  onn'tted  from  the  rei)ort  rather 
than  use  doubtful  statements  as  to  fact.  Some  information  has 
been  received  too  late  for  use  in  the  report,  the  knowledge  that 
this  work  was  being  prosecuted  having  led  interested  persons  to 
send  information  of  which  they  oidy  were  possessed. 

The  question  asked  of  all  oflicers  having  parish,  town,  or 
county  records  in  their  custody  as  to  the  condition  of  such 
records  has  been  differently  understood,  some  having  taken  it 
to  mean  the  completeness  and  accuracy  of  the  records,  while 
others  have  interpreted  it  to  mean  the  state  of  pi'cservation  at 
the  time  of  the  inquiry.  The  latter  has  been  the  more  common 
understanding,  and  the  answers  presented  a})ply  generally  to 
the  state  of  preservation,  explanatory  foot-notes  being  used 
whenever  necessary. 

Certain  records  and  papers  which  b}^  law  are  required  to  be 
kept  in  certain  depositories  are  undoul)tedly  in  the  proper 
place,  but  from  their  infrequent  use  have  been  forgotten  and 
not  reported.  These  are  the  records  and  papers  more  likely 
than  any  others  to  be  lost. 

All  persons  of  whom  inquiry  was  made  in  this  investigation 
were  asked  if  they  knew  of  private  records  of  the  particular 
kind  called  for.  In  res})onse  to  this  question  many  gave  the 
names  of  persons  having,  or  Avho  Avere  supposed  to  have, 
the  records  sought.  In  every  instance  correspondence  was 
opened  with  the  persons  named.  The  correspondence  in  this 
matter  during  the  early  part  of  the  investigation  was  in  the 
form  of  a  circular  letter,  asking  if  any  information  could  be 
given  in  regard  to  the  records,  especially  records  of  extinct 
churches;  but  the  replies  were  so  few  and  unsatisfactory  that 
the  letters  sent  later  to  persons  reported  as  having  records  in 
their  ,})osscssion  asked  for  the  coniii  mation  or  contradiction 
of  the  statement  made  by  others  concerning  their  possession  of 
the  records  speciiied.  If  the  possessicm  Avas  disclaimed,  no 
name  is  given  ;  but  if  the  information  wtis  confirmed  or  no  re- 
ply was  received,  the  name  of  the  ])art3-  having,  or  said  to  have, 
possession  of  such  records  is  stated  in  the  report. 

No  inquiry  has  been  made  in  regard  to  the  records  kept  by 
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officers  outside  of  the  present  limits  of  the  State,  although  in 
several  instances  parts  of  the  adjoininp;  States  hiwo  hecn  at 
some  time  cmhraced  within  the  territorial  ])ounds  of  the  Com- 
monwealtJi.  Neither  has  any  attempt  l)een  made  to  present 
the  legislation  by  which  the  United  States  Government, 
through  any  authorization,  by  connnissioners  or  otherwise, 
has  changed  the  State  lines. 

Upon  commencing  the  work  of  verification  of  the  returns  of 
the  various  custodians  of  records,  which  in  fact  has  been  the 
chief  occupation  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Commission  and  hi^ 
assistants,  perplexing  discrepancies  in  dates  appeared,  wliich 
made  it  necessary  to  examine  the  earlier  laws  pertaining  to  tJie 
establislnnent  of  courts,  county  offices,  and  towns,  and  to  the 
keeping  of  records.  This  examination  developed  so  many 
facts,  both  interesting  and  necessar}^  to  a  complete  understand- 
ing of  apparent  peculiarities  and  discrepancies  in  the  returns 
referred  to,  tliat  those  laws,  which  1)y  successive  stages  of 
improvement  have  become  the  huvs  of  today,  are  presented 
in  their  a})propriate  places,  Avith  references  to  the  authorities 
from  which  they  are  cited. 

It  would  be  absurd  to  chiim  that  ;ill  tlie  laws  relatino-  to  this 

o 

subject  have  been  found,  for  the  iiH-()ni})lcteness  of  the  early 
records,  the  absence  from  the  archivr-s  of  acts  and  parts  of  acts, 
and  the  imperfect  indexing  of  vohjnics  of  records  and  laws, 
render  it  impossible  to  make  sucIj  claim.  ]\Iuch  legislation 
must  remain  in  doubt  until  furth(;i-  r<  ~c.'i !''h  is  made.  So,  only 
such  acts,  the  final  passage  of  whl*  h  is  (^'stablished  beyond 
doubt  by  the  records,  are  present(;d  in  this  I'cport.  The  temp- 
tation to  which  many  historians  yi<-.ld,  o{'  ;issuining  as  fact  what 
is  undoubtedly  fact,  though  not  -  ]H  (tijically  recorded,  has 
been  avoided. 

The  importance  of  keeping  iH^cocdM  .-<'cms  to  have  been  first 
recognized  in  1(534,  when  "a  siir\«y  n!  all  improved  or  en- 
closed land  of  every  free  inhabit \v:is  ordered,  the  record 
of  which  was  to  be  "a  sufficiml  :i urMnce"  of  owiiership. 
In  1G37  the  recording  of  lands  w;i  '  n\ui\('  compulsory,  and  in 
l(>3i)  all  courts,  magisti'ales,  and  roinnn -toners  Avere  ordered 
to  record  their  judgments,  nnd  \v(U'e  to  be  kept  of 

bii'ths,  marriages,  and  deaths.  I*')""!  ('i;it  lime  tlu^  recording 
of  matters  of  value  to  i)()sterily  Im  •  b«  rn  a  subject  of  constant 
legislation. 
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The  authorities  cited,  and  the  a1)l)reviations  used  to  denote 
authorities,  are  as  follows :  Copies  of  proceedings  of  the 
Privy  Council,  in  England,  in  the  office  of  the  Commissioner 
of  the  Province  Laws ;  Massachusetts  Archives  (IMass. 
Archives)  ;  Massachusetts  Colony  Laws,  edition  of  IGGO 
(Mass.  Col.  Laws,  edit.  IGGO)  ;  jNJassachusetts  Council  Records 
(i\Iass.  Council  Rec.)  ;  Massachusetts  Laws .  (]\rass.  La^vs)  ; 
Massachusetts  Records  (iVfass.  Rec.)  ;  New  York  Record  of 
Town  Grants  (N.  Y.  Town  Grants)  ;  l^cr[)ctual  Laws  of  j\Iassa- 
chusctts,  edition  of  17S9  (Perpct.  Laws  of  ]\Iass.,  edit.  1789)  ; 
Plymouth  Colony  LaAvs,  edition  of  183G  (Ply.  Col.  Laws, 
edit.  183G)  ;  Plymouth  Colony  Records  (Ply.  Col.  Rec.)  ; 
Province  Laws  (Prov.  Laws)  ;  Resolves  and  orders,  un[)rinted 
(Resolve)  ;  Supreme  Judicial  Court,  Suffolk  County,  Records 
(S.  J.  Court,  Suflblk  County,  Records).  The  reference  to 
volume  and  page  is  given  in  every  inst;ince,  wherever  such 
reference  is  possible  (exce})t  for  the  Resolves),  until  Januar}^ 
6,  1779,  for  legislation  relating  to  towns  and  until  1784  for 
legislation  relating  to  courts.  This  change  in  •reference  is  made 
necessary  by  reason  of  certain  acts  relating  to  courts,  passed 
between  1779  and  1784,  being  contained  in  the  edition  of  the 
Perpetual  Laws,  and  reference  being  made  thereto,  whereas 
certain  acts  relating  to  towns  are  not  contained  in  that  edition, 
and  are,  therefore,  referred  to  oid}^  by  the  dates  of  the  respec- 
tive acts.  Since  1784,  the  date  of  the  act  is  deemed  sufficient 
reference.  , 

The  Resolves  passed  between  May  20,  IGGG,  and  May 
10,  177G,  are  not  3^et  printed,  and  the  various  volumes  of 
written  copies  being  dillerently  arranged,  a  reference  to  par- 
ticular A^olumes  is  not  practicable.  The  Commissioner  of  the 
Province  I^aws  is  preparing  a  volume  of  these  Resolves,  the 
pages  containing  those  passed  prior  to  1708  being  already  in 
plate,  Avhile  the  material  is  prepared  for  presenting  all  passed 
subsequent  to  that  time  iind  \)viov  to  17 Go. 

The  spelling  found  in  the  earlier  laws  has  been  modernized, 
unless  for  some  special  reason  it  has  seemed  best  to  (juote 
exactly  the  original  s})elling.  For  instance,  the  name  of  a 
town,  as  iirst  given  in  the  presentation  of  the  legislation  relat- 
ing to  towns,  conforms  to  the  spelling  as  it  appears  for  llie 
iirst  time  in  the  records. 
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The  difficulty  of  research  in  the  old  records  of  the  State 
(and  by  records  of  the  State  is  meant  the  records  of  the 
Colonies,  Province,  and  State)  is  Avell  stated  hy  ]\lr.  Justin 
Winsor,  in  the  jNIemorial  History  of  15oston,  in  whicli  he  says  : 
"  In  our  State  House,  too,  are  tier  upon  tier  of  volumes  labelled 
'Massachusetts  Archives,'  so  arranged,  indeed,  in  an  attempted 
classification  that  it  is  irksome  and  unsatisfactory  to  consult 
them."  Mr.  Winsor  refers  also  to  Palfrey's  History  of  New 
England,  where  t.he  author  condemns  the  condition  of  things  rela- 
tive to  these  records.  It  Avill  be  seen,  therefore,  that  the 
difficulties  in  making'  this  investigation  are  oreat,  indeed,  and 
that  the  omissions  in  the  chain  of  lei>islation  relative  to  various 
records  are  not  only  excusable  but  are  such  as  to  involve  the 
necessity  on  the  part  of  the  State  of  completing  them  by  giving 
the  proper  power  and  authority  in  tliis  direction. 

Difficulty  arises  in  establishing  the  date  of  legislation  in  two 
ways,  first,  from  the  old  custom  pi-ior  to  1752  of  double  dating 
in  elanuar}^  Februar^^  and  iNIarch  (to  the  25th),  a  custom 
which  has  led  to  much  confusion  and  uncertainty  on  the  part 
of  persons  using  such  dates  :  and  second,  from  the  fact  that 
until  1831  the  legislative  year  commenced  in  ^May  and  that 
the  legislation  is  often  recorded  as  of  the  day  and  3^car  of  the 
opening  of  the  session,  although  the  time  specified  was  in  the 
next  calendar  year.  This  makes  the  ascertainment  of  dates 
exceedingly  perplexing  to  a  person  unfamiliar  with  records 
prior  to  1831.  The  dates  given  in  this  report,  however,  are 
made  to  conform  to  the  present  method  of  reckoning  the  calen- 
dar year,  that  is,  from  January  1  to  December  31. 

In  the  earlier  records  of  the  General  Court  the  date  of  the 
first  day  of  the  session  is  recorded,  and  legislation  for  several 
days  is  often  entered  as  of  that  date.  In  the  printed  volumes 
of  the  Massachusetts  Records,  also,  a  date  is  often  given  in  the 
margin  which  applies  to  several  i)ages  of  legislation,  when  it 
is  apparent  from  the  text  that  the  date  should  have  been 
changed  for  successive  days  ;  that  is,  that  the  legislation  actu- 
ally took  place  on  a  date  dilleiviit  from  the  tirst  date  given  in 
the  margin.  Town  records  for  these  reasons  <>ive  dilferent 
dates  for  legislation  a))plying  to  toAvns  from  those  found  in 
the  records  of  the  State,  as,  for  insUmce,  the  Dcdham  records 
give  Sei)t('ml)er  10,  Kk)!;,  as  the  date  of  incorporation  of  the 
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town,  while  September  8,  1()36,  is  given  in  the  records  of  the 
State. 

One  would  naturally  suppose  that  there  would  be  at  the 
State  House  authentic  I'ecords  from  wliich  fticts  relating  to  the 
incorporation  of  towns  and  counties  could  be  ascertained,  and 
also  records  of  the  action  of  towns  and  cities  wliich  became 
necessary  in  order  to  carry  out  acts  of  the  Legislature.  Dili- 
gent search  lias  failed  to  discover,  however,  in  any  records  in 
the  possession  of  the  State  the  record  of  the  incorporation  of 
several  of  the  towns  or  of  the  County  of  Dukes  County,  or  the 
record,  in  most  cases,  of  the  action  of  towns  or  cities  relating 
to  the  acceptance  of  certain  acts  of  legislation,  which  acts  Avilh- 
out  such  acceptance  would  be  void. 

No  record  is  found  of  the  incorporation  of  the  town  of  Fal- 
mouth or  of  Succanesset  in  connection  with  Falmouth,  but  the 
town  historian  of  Falmouth,  referring  to  the  incorporation  of 
Succanesset,  says:  "That  record  makes  a  legal  title  to  the 
existence  of  this  town,  but  the  time  and  reason  of  the  adoption 
of  its  present  name  is  nn  unsolved  mystery";  that  is  to  say, 
the  record  of  legislation  proves  that  there  is  such  a  town, 
but  no  citation  can  be  made  as  to  the  time  of  the  incorpora- 
tion of,  or  the  time  and  reason  of  the  adoption  of  the  name  of, 
Falmouth. 

So,  nothing  can  be  found  as  to  the  incorporation  of  Bradford 
further  than  a  resolve  passed  February  21,  1-701,  which  says: 
"  The  line  anciently  agreed  to  l)y  Rowley,  upon  allotting  out  of 
Merrimack  Lands  (so  called),  being  originally  a  part  of  their 
Township,  now  Bradford,  is  confirmed."  The  town  records  of 
Rowley  may,  therefore,  throw  some  light  upon  "their  Town- 
ship," hut  no  such  light  is  thrown  on  the  subject  by  any 
State  records. 

If  it  is  desired  to  learn  what  the  record  shows  of  the  estab- 
lishment of  "Edgar  Towne,"  "  Sharborn  "  (since  Sherburn, 
and  then  Nantucket),  and  "  Tisbury-Towne,"  reference  must 
be  had  to  the  New  York  records. 

A  resolve  which  is  fixed  upon  to  establish  the  date  of 
the  incori)oration  of  Chilniark  uses  this  language:  "That  the 
^lannour  of  1'isbury,  commonly  called  Chilmjiik,  have  all 
the  powers  of  a  town."  Under  this  language  it  would  be  more 
strictly  Tisbury,  and  not  Chilmark,  that  was  incoi'porated. 
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The  lands  called  New  Bmiiitrce  and  a  part  of  the  town  of 
Ilardwick  were  hy  law  made  a  district,  but  the  resolve  ac- 
complishing this  is  iixed  upon  as  the  incorporation  of  New 
Braintree. 

The  town  records  of  Sutton  show  that  by  an  order  dated 
May  15,  1704,  a  township  was  granted,  but  the  first  mention 
of  Sutton  in  the  State  records  is  October  28,  171-i,  while  the 
Manual  of  the  General  Court  gives  June  21,  1715,  as  the  date 
of  incorporation. 

These  instances  sho^v  the  necessity  of  the  collection  of  accu- 
rate data  relative  to  the  incorporation  of  towns. 

Reference  has  been  made  also  to  the  absence  of  records  relating 
to  the  acce})tance  by  towns  and  cities  of  legislation  I'cferring 
particularly  to  them.  Records  of  the  Jicceplancc  by  towns 
of  city  charters  from  the  Legislature  ai'e  wanting  in  nearl^^  all 
cases.  The  city  of  Lynn  was  incor|)orated  April  K),  1850, 
provided  the  act  of  incorporation  was  accepted  1)}^  the  town  of 
Lynn  within  twenty  da3^s.  The  ]\fanual  gives  the  date  oi' 
acceptance  as  May  14,  1850,  thirty-four  days  after.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  the  State  has  no  record  of  the  action  of  the 
town  of  Lynn  in  this  respect,  but  the  town  i-ecords  give  the  date 
as  April  19,  1850. 

Certain  acts  have  been  passed  by  the  Legislature  which  were 
provisional  upon  the  payment  of  money  by  one  town  to  another, 
some  of  which  acts  were  to  take  elTect  when  the  agreement  to 
pay  was  voted  and  others  Avhen  the  payment  w.as  actually 
made,  but  the  action  of  the  town  or  towns  involved  has  not 
been  made  a  matter  of  State  record. 

The  foregoing  statements  are  general  in  their  character,  and 
indicate  the  labor  required  for  a  presentation  of  the  facts 
needed  by  the  Legislature  upon  which  to  base  intelligent 
action.  They  also  show  the  dilHculties  in  the  way  of  carrying 
out  the  origuial  intention  of  the  Legislature  so  far  as  this  pre- 
liminary connnission  is  concerned. 

It  Avill  be  seen,  as  has  been  st:iled,  that  this  re))0]"t  is  incom- 
l)lete  in  m:iny  pai-(  iculars.  The  d(*ticiencies,  however,  are 
pointed  out  and  can  be  easily  understood.  They  are  the  chief 
argument,  after  all,  to  convince  one  of  the  necessity  for  the  exer- 
cise of  the  most  I'igid  oversight  of  the  ])ublic  records  of  our  State. 

T'iie  information  contained  in  this  report  is  presented  in  six 
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divisions,  as  follows  :  Laws  relating  to  Pccoids  ;  Proprietors 
Kecords  ;  Cliurch  Pecords  ;  Town  Eecords  ;  Court  Keeords  ; 
and  County  Records. 

For  each  division  tliere  is  given  the  information  relative  to 
records  and  the  name  of  the  office,  officer,  or  person  having  the 
custody  of  tlie  records,  except  in  the  ciise  of  tlie  records 
of  the  existing  churches,  Avhich  are  in  possession  of  some  duly 
authorized  church  ollicei'.  Various  notes  explanatory  of  the 
information  contained  in  tlie  taliular  presentations  are  also 
given,  but,  in  addition  thereto,  certain  general  statements  are 
necessary.  For  convenience,  tliese  general  statements  are 
classilied  under  their  respective  divisions. 

Laws  kelatixo  to  Pi:cokds.  — Tlie  information  given  under 
this  division  rclat(\s  to  llie  legislation  concerning  court  recoixls, 
town  and  cHy  records,  and  records  of  hirtlis,  nitirriages,  and 
deaths.  During  the  earl}"  years  of  the  colonies  these  records 
were  intermingled  and  these  laws  are,  then^fore,  })resented  in  a 
separate  division  ratlier  limn  under  the  diilerent  divisions  of 
court  records  and  town  records. 

PiiorRiETOiis  OF  Co.AniON  Lands.  —  Under  this  division 
there  has  been  given  the  citation  of  laws  relating  to  })ropri- 
etors.  There  is  little  to  be  said  other  than  what  is  given  in  the 
citations  referred  to  on  page  5,  or  more  than  appears  in  the 
tabular  presentation  on  pages  0-8. 

It  is  to  be  rea'retted  that  more  care  was  not  taken  to  fur- 
nish the  Commission  with  the  distinctiA^e  name  of  the  Coimnon 
Lands.  The  information  that  a  town  has  possession  of  the 
records  of  the  proprietors  is  valuable,  l)ut  if  the  n;une  of  the 
proprietors  had  been  suj^plied  it  would  be  nnich  more  valuable, 
especially  as  there  is  often  a  variance  between  the  name  found 
on  the  records  of  the  St  ate  and  that  in  tiie  volumes  in  possession 
of  the  towns. 

An  attempt  was  made  to  present  the  several  proprieties 
under  the  names  by  which  they  were  granted,  with  a  summary 
of  the  acts  relating  to  tlunn  and  ])y  which  they  were  finally 
merged  in  the  towns  ;  but  the  ('onfusion  of  names  in  the  eai'lier 
records,  the  variance  in  names  before  alluded  to,  and  the  loose 
legislation  by  which  sneh  ])i'()priet  ies  Avere  established  or  merged, 
required  far  more  extensive  research  thtin  was  })ossible  under 
this  preliminaiy  investigation. 
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Churches.  —  ^lany  persons  interested  in  church  mutteis 
have  kindly  sent  to  the  Connnission  historicfil  sketches  relating 
to  certain  churches,  hut  as  a  history  of  the  churches  of  the 
Commonwealth  has  not  been  attempted  such  historical  sketches 
have  not  been  included  in  the  report.  Tlu^se  have  often  been 
the  means  of  makins:  clear  'wh:it  otherwise  would  have  been 
doubtful  points  and  of  coniirming  mformation  or  clearing  up 
contradictory  matters,  and  liavc  frequently  led  to  further  in- 
quiries, the  answers  to  which  have  in  various  ways  periected 
the  records.  The  pains  taken  l)y  the  persons  sending  such  liis- 
torical  sketches  is  fully  recognized  and  their  kindness  ap[)re- 
ciated. 

The  terms  church,  parish,  and  society  are  so  indiscriniinalcly 
used  that  the  description  of  the  records,  in  the  column  headed 

Kind"  in  the  tabular  presentations,  is  undou])tedly  Avrong  in 
many  cases.  The  establishing  of  parishes  or  precincts  ^vliicli 
afterward  became  towns,  and  the  keeping  of  the  parish  and 
town  records  as  one  record  through  a  long  term  of  years,  have 
led  to  confusion  in  this  respect.  Town  clerks  returned  as  the 
earliest  date  in  the  town  records  the  date  of  the  l)eginning  of 
the  parish  records,  while  at  the  same  time  church  ofUccrs  have 
said  that  the  parish  records  in  their  possession  include  the 
period  during  wdiich  the  parish  was  the  town  under  the  old 
order  of  things.  Such  complications  have  been  investigated 
as  far  as  possible  and  the  erroneous  results  corrected,  so  that 
the  years  stated  to  be  covered  by  the  parish  I'ecords  are  gen- 
erally those  during  which  the  parish  was  wholly  distinct  from 
the  town.  Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  records  which  in  reality 
constituted  the  record  of  the  town  iji  its  earliest  period  of 
existence  were  parish  records,  th(;y  have  in  many  cases  re- 
mained in  the  possession  of  the  religious  society  connected 
with  or  growing  out  of  the  parish,  and  the  town  in  such  cases 
has  no  record  in  its  possession  prior  to  the  time  of  the  se})ara- 
tion  of  the  parish  and  town.  All  such  records  now  in  tlui 
hands  of  i)arish  or  society  olllcers,  that  is,  where  the  ])arish 
was  merged  into  the  town  or  {ho  town  erected  out  of  the  parish, 
should  be  co})ied  by  the  town  and  the  records  kcyA  as  a  part  of 
the  town  records. 

The  indiscriminate  use  of  the  terms  church,  ))arish,  society, 
and  congreo-ation  has  extended  throui^h  the  records  and  taws 
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from  ihe  efirliest  days  of  the  colonies.  The  following  expres- 
sions occur  in  recent  laws:  "The  term  religious  society  and 
society  in  the  preceding  section  sliall  include  parishes " ; 
*' every  religious  society  established  or  organized";  "any 
church  that  may  he  organized  may  be  incorporated";  "any 
religious  society  connected  with  a  church"  ;  "  any  church  con- 
nected with  a  religious  society." 

In  the  ancient  records  the  use  of  these  terms  is  even  more 
confusing.  No  successive  acts  of  legislation  establishing  the 
earliest  churches,  parishes,  i)recincts,  societies,  or  congrega- 
tions have  been  found,  but  the  following  terms  and  phrases 
quoted  below  show  the  uses  of  the  several  terms  and  give  a 
slight  idea  of  the  difliculty  of  se})arating  the  records  of  I'eligious 
and  nmnicipal  bodies. 

In  ir>4:6  the  court  ordered  "that  something  be  done  to 
maintain  the  liberties  of  the  churches."  Men  and  women  of 
oi-thodox  opinions  were  allowed  in  the  "  congregations"  which 
in  16()5  were  already  gathered.  In  IGOS  the  court  undertook, 
evidently,  to  prevent  confusion  in  regard  to  the  term  church 
by  ordering  that  "  l)y  the  church  is  meant  such  as  are  in  full 
conmmnion  only."  By  an  act  passed  in  1C)77  towns  and  plan- 
tations were  ordered  to  raise  mone}^  by  taxation  for  the  supi){)rt 
of  "  their "  res})ective  ministers,  and  in  1(592  it  was  ordered 
that  "the  minister  of  the  town"  should  be  chosen  in  town 
meeting.  As  the  latter  act  created  dilficulty  "  in  divers  towns 
where  there  are  more  churches  than  one,"  it  was  repealed 
in  1()93  and  each  church  was  allowed  to  choose  its  own  min- 
ister, "  and  the  major  pait  of  such  inhabitants  as  do  there 
usually  attend  on  the  ])ublic  worship  of  God,  and  are  by  law 
duly  qualified  for  voting  in  toAvn  allairs,  concurring  in  the 
church's  act,  the  person  thus  elected  and  approved,  accepting 
iind  settling  with  them,  shall  be  the  minister."  It  was  })rovided 
"  that  nothing  herein  contained  is  intended  or  shall  be  con- 
strued to  extend  to  abridge  the  inliabitants  of  Boston  of  their 
Jiccustomed  way  and  practice  as  to  their  choice  of  ministers." 
Nothing  has  been  found  in  any  records  explaining  this  "  way 
and  practice."  DifHcuUies  arose  under  this  act  ,  and  in  1(^95  it 
was  provided  that  il"  the  minister  chosen  by  a  church  was  not 
a))proved  by  the  town  meeting,  if  a  council  of  three  or  live  of 
the  elders  iHid  messengers  of  a  neighboring  churcii  did  approve, 
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the  minister  should  l)e  settled.  In  1G81  the  "  chureh  and 
society  at  the  Xorth  River  at  Scitnate,"  and,  in  the  same  act, 
the  "  congregation  and  society  up  the  river,"  were  mentioned. 
"  District,  parish,  or  precinct,"  is  a  phrase  used  in  1718,  while 
in  178G  *'each  })arish  and  precinct"  is  declared  to  be  a  body 
corporate.  The  Constitution  classifies  together  "  towns, 
parishes,  precincts,  and  other  bodies  politic,  or  religious  soci- 
eties," but  excludes  churches.  The  failure  of  the  church 
officers  to  designate  correctly  the  kind  of  recoi'ds  in  their 
possession  is  not  strange,  therefore,  even  though  it  ma}'  not  be 
excusable. 

The  returns  from  the  churches  in  the  small  towns  usually' 
S'lYQ  the  denomination  as  the  distin^uishinii;  name  of  the  chui'cli, 
but  in  cities  and  the  larger  towns  local  names  are  often  given. 
It  being  impossible  to  obtain  by  any  means  at  our  connnand 
the  corporate  or  exact  names  of  churches,  the  names  given  in 
the  several  denominational  lists  have  been  adopted.  EHoil. 
has  been  made  to  obtain  returns  from  every  church  in  the 
State,  and  such  returns  have  been  received  from  e\'ery 
church  of  whose  existence  any  information  could  be  obtained. 
A  few  new  societies,  holding  meetings  in  halls,  may  have  been 
omitted,  but  being  new,  their  records,  if  any  are  kept,  would 
not  be  of  any  great  value  historically  at  present  or  in  a  report 
of  this  kind. 

Oftentimes  there  has  been  a  division  of  a  society  into  two 
separate  bodies,  and  in  some  cases  the  oldest  date  of  organiza- 
tion has  been  claimed  by  both,  each  considering  itself  the  origi- 
nal society.  Such  a  proceeding,  of  course,  is  wrong.  If  the 
new  society  has  survived  and  the  old  has  become  extinct,  the 
claiming  of  the  original  date  of  organization  hy  the  surviving 
society,  as  is  often  done,  is  historically  misleading. 

In  many  cases  the  only  church  record  is  one  kept  by  the 
pastor,  and  too  often,  imder  such,  circumstances,  he  has  taken 
the  record  away  when  leaving  the  church.  The  records  of 
baptisms,  marriages,  and  births  contained  in  such  records 
have  been  found  often  to  be  the  only  records  kept  in  very  early 
years. 

A  classification  of  churches  under  denominational  names  has 
been  a  diflicult  and  per})lexing  work.  The  general  t(;rms 
Methodist,  Episcopal,  Congregational,  Evangelical,  Orthodox, 
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Liberal,  and  Christian,  given  in  tlio  returns  as  received  from 
church  officers,  have  been  carefully  examined  in  connection 
with  various  denominational  lists,  and  if  the  names  of  the 
several  churches  did  not  appear  in  those  lists  authority  has 
been  found  for  classifying  them  under  the  denomination,  as 
given . 

The.  following  tabular  statement  presents  the  denominations 
of  the  existing  churclies  in  tlie  State  from  which  returns  have 
been  received,  with  the  number  of  churches  of  each  denomi- 
nation included  in  this  report :

Especial  pains  was  taken  in  the  investigation  concerning 
church  records  to  ascertain  all  information  possible  in  r(^gard 
to  extinct  churches,  l)ut  very  many  such  churches  have  un- 
doubtedly been  forgotten  by  persons  from  wliom  such  infor- 
mation was  solicited.  Some  information  in  regard  to  their 
records,  such  as  the  motive  for  desti'oying  tliem  or  the  reason 
why  tliey  are  retained  by  certain  persons,  has  been  received 
but  is  not  presented  in  the  re})ort. 

In  many  cases  nothing  m(n*e  is  returned  in  regard  to  extinct 
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chiirclics  tlian  the  .statement  tliat  an  old  edilice  is  remembered 
as  having  once  existed.  In  one  ease  the  single  answer  is  mad(; 
that  there  are  a  few  persons  still  living  who  remember  the 
chureli,  but  nothing  is  knoAvn  of  any  records.  In  such  cases, 
that  is,  when  nothing  is  known  of  any  records,  some  date 
connected  with  the  cluireh  nhieh  would  serve  to  identify  it 
has  been  given  in  the  tables,  with  the  hope  that  some  inter- 
ested person,  being  reminded  of  it,  might  furnish  information. 

The  denomination  of  the  church  at  the  time  it  became  extinct 
is  given,  and  if  it  was  reported  as  formerly  of  a  different  de- 
nomination, such  fact  is  given  in  a  foot-note.  The  extinct 
churches  given  as  Methodist  may  Iiave  been  Methodist  Epis- 
copal, Init  as  no  list  of  the  churches  at  the  time  these  severall}' 
became  extinct  was  obtainable,  no  accurate  statement  could  be 
made  regarding  them.  AVhen  a  parish  or  society  has  given  u]) 
its  oroauization  but  a  churcli  still  exists,  the  church  is  iriven 
as  existing,  with  explanatory  notes  in  regard  to  the  parish  or 
society.  Sometimes,  in  answer  to  inquiries,  the  clerk  of  a 
society  Avould  say  that  he  has  the  records  of  an  extinct  church, 
but  whether  in  his  oliicial  capacity  he  does  not  state.  It  is 
sometimes  reported,  also,  that  a  chui'ch  oflicer  has  the  records 
of  an  extinct  church,  but  whether  by  any  legal  right  is  not 
reported.  In  most  of  these  cases  it  is  probal)le  that  the  clerk 
or  church  officer  should  have  deposited  the  records  Avith  the 
town  or  cit}^  clerk,  in  accordance  with  laAV. 

Some  persons  have  learned  through  correspondence  with  the 
Commission  that  there  was  a  legal  depository  for  such  records 
in  their  possession  and  have  been  glad  to  })lace  them  in  the 
custody  designated  by  law.  Very  many  of  the  churches 
reported  as  extinct  were  not  mentioned  b}'  town  officers  or 
persons  mjdving  returns  for  existing  churches  in  the  same 
town,  the  facts  presented  regarding  them  having  been  learned 
from  historians  or  persons  interested  in  the  subject.  It  is 
somewhat  strange  that  town  clerks  in  so  many  instances  shouhl 
not  know,  by  virtue  of  their  authority  over  them,  of  the  exist- 
ence of  such  records. 

The  following  talde  presents  the  number  and  denonn'nations 
of  the  extinct  chu relies  in  the  State,  so  far  as  ascertained  :

Town  Eecokds.  —  The  oinissioii  of  records  for  tlie  years 
between  the  date  of  tlic  cstahUshinciit  of  the  town  and  tlie  date 
given  in  tlie  return  made  hy  the  town  clerk  as  the  beginning 
of  the  oldest  volume  in  his  possession  indicates,  in  certain 
cases,  the  probable  loss  of  volumes  of  town  records,  but  no  men- 
tion was  made,  however,  in  very  many  cases  of  the  loss  of  such 
volumes  in  ansAverto  the  specilic  question,  ''Have  any  volumes 
of  your  records  been  lost  or  destroyed?"  Correspondence  in 
such  cases  has  shown  that  no  attention  has  been  o^iven  to  this 
matter;  yet  the  conclusion  cannot  be  nvoided  that  many  such 
volumes  have  either  been  lost  or  misplaced.  Town  clerks  are 
prohibited  by  law  from  allowing  their  records  to  go  out  of 
their  custody,  except  upon  a  sunnnons,  yet  town  clerks  fre- 
quently say  that  records  "at  present"  are  in  the  hands  of 
some  unauthorized  person. 

The  dates  covered  by  the  records  of  the  doings  of  select- 
men and  assessors  were,  inadvertently,  not  asked  for  in  the 
beginning  of  this  investigation,  but  were  given  in  many  cases, 
especially  where  the  clerks  or  enumerators  Avere  interested  in 
giving  the  State  full  information. 

The  great  variation  which  will  be  observed  relative  to  the 
number  of  volumes  of  assessors'  records  is  accounted  for  by 
the  fact  that  in  some  cases  tlic  voliuncs  of  records  of  pr()C(H'd- 
ings  were  rei)()rted,  while  in  many  cases  the  yc^arly  valuation 
lists  were  included.  The  accumulation  of  valuation  lists  has 
caused  the  assessors  in  some  instances  to  remove  the  older  lists 
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from  the  safes,  where  by  law  tliey  should  be  kept.  Tliese  lists 
haA^e  become  cumbersome  and  the  capacity  of  the  safes  is 
unequal  to  their  preservation. 

The  returns  in  rcixard  to  the  number  of  volumes  of  oriirinals 
and  copies  of  records  of  l)irths,  marriages,  and  deaths  must  be 
incorrect  to  some  extent,  ])iit  correspondence  has  failed  to  cor- 
rect the  errors.  Volumes  are  called  copies"  of  volumes 
which  are  not  copies  of  volumes  but  are  in  fact  volumes  con- 
taining copies  of  records  of  births,  marriages,  and  deaths 
which  were  entered  in  the  volumes  of  town  proceedings  or  in 
various  church  records  and  Aviiich  have  ])een  copied  from  tliose 
sources.  This  collecting  and  copying  of  such  records  into 
separate  volumes  is,  it  is  gratifying  to  know,  becoming  quite 
conmion  in  the  to\v'ns,  and  the  liabit  should  bo  universal. 

A  most  valuable  record  for  the  use  of  conveyancers  and 
others  was  reported  by  one  town  clerk,  Avho  had  an  indexed 
record  of  the  maiden  names  of  women  married  in  the  town, 
with  a  reference  to  the  record  of  the  marrias^e. 

As  has  been  stated,  it  l)ecame  necessary  in  the  work  of 
verification  to  refer  to  the  acts  of  legislation  in  re2:ard  to  the 
establishment  of  the  toAv^ns  and  the  common  lands  from  Avhich 
many  of  them  were  erected,  and  so  many  errors  w^ere  found  in 
print  in  various  places  that  it  was  thouglit  best  to  present  a 
summary  of  legislation,  so  far  as  ascertained,  which  affected 
the  territorial  limits,  change  of  name,  or  subsequent  incorpora- 
tion as  a  city,  of  each  town.  So,  under  the  tables  giving  the 
facts  as  to  the  kind  of  records,  the  number  of  volumes,  the 
custody,  the  years  covered  b}^  them,  the  condition,  etc. ,  will 
be  found  the  summarv  of  le£>islation  referred  to.  The  first 
mention  of  the  town  name  which  has  been  found  in  the  body 
of  the  early  records  is  given,  although  the  name  sometimes 
appears  in  the  margin  of  such  records  against  the  name  of  the 
plantation  or  common  lands  many  years  earlier  than  the  date 
given  as  that  of  the  incorporation  or  establishment  of  the  town, 
and  liistorians  have  used  the  date  of  the  earliest  mention, 
althou<2;h  these  mar<^inal  names  bear  evidence  of  havini!;  been 
inserted  after  the  record  was  made.  Such  entries  appear,  for 
instance,  as  against  the  record  concerning  Kexhame,"  where, 
at  the  close  of  the  sentence,  indicated  by  a  period,  the  words 
*Miow  called  ]\rarshfield  "  arc  written.     As  Eexhame  is  i.vcn- 
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tioned  some  time  later  as  a  to^vn,  it  is  fair  to  assume  that  the 
marginal  note  did  not  belong  to  the  record.  So,  against  a 
paragraph  relating  to  a  village  of  Salem,  appearing  in  the 
records  in  1G39,  the  Avords  "Salem  Village  now  Wenham" 
are  written,  whereas  by  an  act  of  IG-b')  it  is  ordered  that  "  Enon 
shall )ee  called  Wennam."  It  is  confusing  to  the  investigator  to 
find  that  the  first  mention  of  the  town  name  is  sometimes  earlier 
and  sometimes  later  than  the  date  fixed  upon  by  historians  as 
that  of  the  incorporation  of  the  town,  or  than  the  date  first 
reported  in  the  first  volume  of  town  records. 

The  presentation  made  under  town  records  is  not  a  histor- 
ical summjp.y  of  legislation  relating  to  the  lands  which  were 
first  plantations  and  then  towns,  nmch  of  which,  as  has  been 
said,  may  be  a  matter  of  town  record  only,  but  it  is  a  presen- 
tation of  the  facts  contained  in  the  record  in  possession  of  the 
State,  with  a  reference  to  this  record  covering  the  first  a])pear- 
ance  of  the  town  name,  and  of  its  succpssive  appearances  when 
territorial  limits,  change  of  name,  or  change  to  a  city  are  the 
subjects  of  legislation.  Various  conclusions  can  be  drawn 
from  the  records.  The  date  of  the  first  mention  of  a  town  in 
a  tax  act  is  sometimes  fixed  upon  as  the  date  of  incorporation ; 
the  date  of  the  first  mention  of  the  land,  which  by  its  location 
afterward  became  the  town,  is  sometimes  used  to  establish  the 
date  of  incorporation ;  also,  the  date  when  the  "town"  is 
given  all  the  privileges  of  other  towns,  etc.,  etc.,  is  sometimes 
used  as  the  conclusive  date  as  to  the  incorporation.  For  these 
reasons,  it  may  be  contended  that  the  dates  Avhich  are  given  in 
this  report  as  the  ones  on  which  certain  towns  were  incorpo- 
rated are  incorrect,  as  they  will  not  agree  with  statements  in 
town  histories  and  in  other  works.  However,  it  is  believed 
that  tlie  dates  of  the  establishment  of  the  several  towns,  or  of 
the  first  mention  of  the  town  names  here  given,  are  the  correct 
ones.  If  a  town  was  named  in  the  tax  act  of  any  year,  and 
this  was  the  first  time  the  town  was  mentioned  in  legislation, 
it  is  fair  to  assume  that  it  was  at  that  time  acknowledized  as  a 
toAvn  already  in  existence,  and  the  date  of  the  tax  act  cannot 
justly  be  considered  as  the  date  of  incorporation.  If  a 
"town"  by  an  act  was  given  tlie  privileges  of  other  towns, 
it  -^lust  already  have  been  a  town,  and  the  date  of  such  legishi- 
tioii  cannot  fairly  be  considered  as  the  date  of  incorporation. 
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Again,  if  a  town  —  A,  for  instance  —  had  been  Plantation 
No.  2  for  forty  years,  and  then  the  name  of  Plantation  Xo. 
2  was  changed  to  the  Town  of  A,  and  then  the  name  A 
was  changed  to  B  after  another  forty  years,  the  Town  of  B 
should  not  date  from  the  cstal)lishment  of  Plantation  No.  2, 
while,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  the  records  of  the  Town  of  B  begin 
eighty  years  later;  but  the  circumstances  of  this  ilhistration 
apply  in  some  cases.  So,  there  are  certain  towns  which,  from 
all  that  can  be  ascertained  from  the  records  in  the  possession 
of  the  State,  never  were  established,  and  tlierc  are  some  not 
now  recognized  as  towns  which,  so  far  as  the  State  record  is 
concerned,  have  never  l)ecome  extinct.  "  Nashaway,"  b}'  a 
single  act,  was  made  Prescott,  West  Towne,  and  Lancaster, 
So  far  as  the  State  records  are  concerned.  West  Towne  still 
exists  ;  but  granting  that  it  was  intended  to  change  the  name 
of  West  Towne,  as  well  as  Prescott,  to  Lancaster,  and  that 
the  town  historian  is  correct  in  saying  that  it  is  known  that 
part  of  the  record  should  bear  the  date  of  165 2  instead  of 
1653  West  Towne  existed  for  one  year.  The  Plantation  of 
Arlington,  in  the  count}^  of  Hampshire,  was  made  the  town 
of  "Winchester,"  but  no  further  record  of  the  name  of  AVin- 
chester  in  this  connection  can  be  found.  It  may  be  that  it  was 
absorbed  into  Connecticut,  but  the  bounds  are  so  indefmite  that 
it  cannot  be  located  or  traced  by  any  records  at  hand.  It 
seems  hardly  possible  that  the  Commonwealth  could  lose  a 
town,  but  so  it  appears  from  the  records  at  hand. 

The  inquiry  concerning  the  indexing  of  volumes  was  differ- 
ently understood  in  the  course  of  the  investigation  ;  some  town 
clerks  thought  it  referred  to  records  of  births,  marriages,  and 
deaths  only,  while  others  considered  that  it  applied  to  all  vol- 
umes. 

The  miscellaneous  records  were  too  numerous  in  kind  to 
present  in  detail  by  name.  The  large  number  in  some  towns 
indicates  that  separate  volumes  are  used  more  and  more  for 
separate  su])jects.  The  first  date  in  the  oldest  volume  of 
miscellaneous  records  is  given  in  the  tables,  although  the 
volumes,  ;is  a  rule,  bear  ditlerent  dates  of  l)eginning. 

It  will  ])e  observed  in  the  summary  of  legislation  for  towns 
that  in  many  cases  part  of  each  town  is  said  to  be  annexed 
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to  the  other  town.  While  this  is  generally  true  when  town 
lines  are  run  and  bounds  are  establislied,  mention  is  made  of 
the  fact  only  when  the  act  so  specified,  it  being  inferred  that 
enough  teriitory  changed  ownership  to  make  it  worthy  of  men- 
tion in  the  act. 

Court  Eegouds.  — The  first  "  Monthly  Court,  or  Court  of 
Assistants,"  was  holden  in  Charlestown,  August  23,  1(330 
(Mass.  Kec,  Vol.1.,  p.  73).  This  was  sometimes  called  the 
Great  Quarter  Court.  The  first  General  Court  was  holden  in 
Boston,  October  19,  1G30  (Mass.  Kec,  Vol.1.,  p.  79).  These 
courts  seem  to  have  exercised  l)oth  legislative  and  judicial 
functions  and  powers  until  1G3G,  when  the  esta1)lishmcnt  of 
courts  of  law  was  commenced,  and  it  is  from  the  latter  courts 
or  their  successors  that  returns  have  1)een  asked. 

In  some  of  the  courts,  especially  in  the  earlier  courts,  the 
volumes  of  records  have  no  num])ers,  the  dates  giving  them 
their  consecutive  order.  For  the  sake  of  uniformity,  and  for 
convenience  in  designating  certain  volumes  which  contain  the 
records  of  successive  courts,  these  volumes  have  been  num- 
bered consecutively  in  the  tables  giving  the  facts  concerning 
court  records. 

The  files  of  papers  have  not,  as  a  rule,  been  mentioned  by 
the  clerks  of  the  courts  in  giving  information,  but  in  many 
cases  it  is  learned  that  they  are  in  such  condition  as  to  demand 
immediate  attention.  Lack  of  room  has  necessitated  the  pack- 
ing away  in  unfit  places  of  the  older  files,  and  some  have  been 
found  which  crumble  and  fall  to  pieces  under  the  most  careful 
handling.  The  report  from  the  clerks  that  the  condition  of 
their  records  is  good  applies  rather  to  the  records  in  general 
use,  the  unused  ones  having  been  forgotten  or  ignored. 

The  small  number  of  volumes  of  records  of  notaries  public 
found  in  the  ofliccs  of  the  clerks  of  courts  indicates  that  the 
records  of  many  notaries  have  not  been  placed  there,  as  the  law 
directs,  or  that  they  have  been  overlooked  and  forgotten. 

In  connection  with  the  tabulated  facts  relating  to  court 
records  there  will  be  found  valuable  citations  as  to  the  laws 
establishing  courts  and  providing  for  records. 

The  following  report  by  ~Mi\  John  Noble,  Clerk  of  tlie 
Supreme  Judicial  Court  of  Sufiblk  County,  in  relation  to  the 
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files  in  that  court,  is  exceedingly  interesting,  as  showing  M'hat 
is  best  and  feasible  in  the  matter  of  arranging  and  preserving 
files  : 

The  files  of  the  Superior  Court  of  Judicature  for  the  several 
counties,  and  also  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  prior  to  the  present 
century,  fill  in  all  about  three  huudred  and  seventy-five  (375)  boxes. 
There  are  also  seventy  (70)  boxes  of  executions,  twelve  (12)  boxes 
of  inquests,  three  (3)  boxes  of  libels  for  divorce  (one  of  whicli  con- 
tains also  partitions  from  1797  to  1799),  and  six  (G)  boxes  of  Pro- 
bate files. 

There  is  also  a  large  collection  of  papers  now  being  arranged  and 
put  in  a  suitable  form  for  preservation  and  reference  under  my  direc- 
tion. This  collection  comprises  what  were  once  the  files  of  the  vari- 
ous courts  held  in  tlie  county  of  Suffolk,  covering  the  period  from 
1629  to  1729,  and  also  a  considerable  portion  of  the  files  from  1730 
to  1799.  The  papers  before  1700  number  about  eighteen  thousand 
(18,000),  and  the  rest  number  about  one  hundred  and  tliirty-five 
thousand  (135,000).  They  have  heretofqre  been  deposited  in  boxes, 
chests,  and  drawers  in  different  parts  of  the  Court  House,  and  also 
■  for  a  lime  in  the  cellar  of  the  Registry  Building,  becoming  in  the 
course  of  years  utterly  confused  and  much  injured  by  neglect  and 
careless  handling.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  very  many  valuable 
papers  have  been  wholly  lost.  Still,  what  now  remains  of  these  files 
of  court  constitutes  an  accumulation  of  material  for  historical,  genea- 
logical, and  topographical  inquiry  unequalled  by  any  other,  unless  it 
be  the  State  Archives  at  the  State  House.  All  those  prior  to  1730 
have  now  been  almost  completely  restored  to  their  original  file 
arrangement,  and  where  this  was  impossible  they  have  been 
arranged  chronologically.  Those  from  1730  to  1799  have  been 
arranged  in  decades. 

County  Records.  —  The  returns  concerning  county  records 
contain  nothing  relating  to  the  records  of  county  treasurers, 
although  inquiry  was  made  in  regard  to  them.  The  records 
reported  were  generally  books  of  account,  and,  as  a  rule,  not 
of  ancient  date.  Any  satisfactory  report  in  regard  to  the 
whereabouts  of  the  ancient  records  of  county  treasurers,  who 
were  among  the  first  persons  to  keep  I'ccords,  would  require 
special  investigation  and  the  most  careful  search. 

The  presentation  in  regard  to  the  registries  of  deeds  con- 
tains most  important  information.    The  setting  off  of  new 
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counties  from  old  ;  the  transferring  of  towns  from  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  one  registry  to  another,  and  in  some  instances  the  re- 
transferring  of  such  towns  ;  and  the  establishing  of  additional 
registries  in  a  count}^,  make  it  difficult  for  persons  wishing  to 
consult  the  records  in  the  registries  to  know  in  which  registry 
the  recording  for  certain  years  was  made.  The  explanatory 
notes  which  precede  the  returns  in  regard  to  the  records  of  each 
registry,  and  the  table  showing  the  establishment  of  counties 
(page  xl),  will  be  found  of  great  assistance  in  obviating  this 
difficulty. 

The  lists  of  cities  and  towns  constituting  the  several  districts 
for  the  registry  of  deeds,  as  given  in  the  explanatory  notes,  are 
believed  to  be  the  only  ones  in  any  State  document.  The 
Public  Statutes,  even,  do  not  recite  the  cities  and  towns  in  each 
district,  but  after  naming  those  which  shall  constitute  one 
district  in  a  county  provide  that  ' '  the  remainder  of  said 
county "  shall  coubtitule  the  other,  excepting  in  Berkshire 
county  where  the  towns  lying  north  and  south  of  the  towns 
named  as  comprising  the  Middle  district  are  constituted  re- 
spectively the  Northern  and  Southern  districts.  As  will  be 
seen  by  reference  to  the  explanatory  notes  to  the  returns  for 
the  registries  in  Franklin,  Ilampdcn,  and  Hampshire  counties, 
the  omission  to  name  the  towns  in  the  act  of  INIarch  1,  1787, 
prevents  a  positive  statement  as  to  v/hat  towns  constituted  the 
Northern  and  Southern  districts  at  that  time. 

A  few  of  the  registers  of  deeds  report  that  they  have  certified 
copies  of  records  of  deeds  recorded  in  other  registries  of  lands 
now  in  their  districts.  The  convenience  of  this  system  of  trans- 
ferring records  is  too  apparent  to  need  comment  further  than  to 
suggest  that  the  system  be  made  general. 

The  following  table  gives  the  date  of  the  establishment  of 
each  county,  and  is  especially  valuable  in  connection  with  the 
examination  of  county  records.  No  attempt,  howcA^er,  has 
been  inado  to  trace  county  changes,  as  upon  the  establishment 
of  many  of  the  towns  county  lines  were  changed.

Reco.aimendations. 

From  what  lias  been  said,  and  fi'om  the  perusal  of  the 
returns,  it  is  evident  that  some  action  should  be  taken  by  the 
State,  not  only  to  preserve  the  records  of  parishes,  towns,  and 
counties  wliicli  are  now  in  the  custody  of  the  officers  designated 
by  law,  but  toward  bringing  into  such  custody  those  records 
Avhich  are  improperly  in  the.  possession  of  individuals  Avho  for 
various  reasons  have  seen  fit  to  retain  tlicm.  Legislation  should 
provide  that  a  church  seceding  from  another  should  begin  new 
records.  Certainly,  th(i  new  church  should  not  hold  (he  records 
of  the  church  from  which  it  secedes.    So,  in  cases  where 
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churches  have  l)cen  sold  and  all  jncclings  discontinued,  and  the 
society  has  really  become  extinct,  but  the  old  clerk  claims  the 
records,  there  should  be  some  provision  by  which  tlie  records 
could  be  brought  into  the  proper  custody.  Proprietors  records, 
which  are  held  in  the.  towns  set  olY  from  the  old  to^vn  because 
the  town  proper  often  liappcned  to  l)e  in  that  part  of  the  ter- 
ritory^ set  off,  should  be  in  the  old  town  and  not  in  the  now. 
Town  ofhcers  in  too  many  cases  have  not  carried  out  the  laws 
regarding  records.  The  State  should  see  to  it  that  they  do. 
It  may  be  well  in  the  future  to  increase  the  penalties  under  the 
general  stjitutes  for  neglect  relative  to  the  custody  and  preser- 
vation of  records,  or  to  increase  the  penalty  for  destroying, 
mutilating,  or  secreting  records.  Also,  persons  giving  up 
records  which  they  have  procured  at  a  cost,  for  the  sake  of 
preserving  them,  should  be  compensated  in  a  proper  sum.  If 
these  records  have  been  used  for  profit  then  no  compensation 
should  be  allowed  and  no  prospective  loss  be  considered.  ■ 

The  attention  of  the  Legislature  is  drawn  to  a  report  on  the 
Public  Records  by  a  connnittee  of  the  Council  of  the  New 
England  Historic  Genealogical  Society,  made  at  the  aimual 
meeting  of  the  society,  held  in  Boston,  January  2,  1889.  I 
have  deemed  it  expedient  to  reproduce  this  report  in  full, 
together  Avith  a  letter  sent  out  to  town  and  city  clerks  by 
Francis  II.  Brown,  CoiTcsponding  Secretary  of  the  New  Eng- 
land Historic  Genealogical  Society,  so  that  they  shall  become 
a  part  of  the  documents  of  the  State  and  be  preserved.^  These 
two  documents  show,  taken  in  connection  with  the  results  of 
this  investigation,  that  the  conclusion  is  inevitable  that  some 
action  should  be  taken,  and  at  once,  by  tlie  State. 

I  would  not  recommend  the  creation  of  a  record  commission, 
to  be  erected  on  the  model  of  the  English  Record  Connnission, 
for  it  seems  to  me  wise  to  preserve  and  stimulate  local  inter- 
est in  records.  If  they  were  to  be  brought  to  a  central  oHice, 
this  interest  would  decline.  The  institutions  of  this  State  are 
against  such  a  proceeding.  Everytliing  is  done  in  this  Com- 
monweakh  to  preserve  the  integrity  of  tlie  muiiici[)ality,  as 
represented  by  towns  and  cities.  Tlie  loss  of  the  custody  of 
their  documents  would  work  in  an  antagonistic  way  in  the  mat- 
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cliurclics  have  been  sold  and  all  meetings  discontinued,  and  the 
society  has  really  become  extinct,  but  the  old  clerk  claims  the 
records,  there  should  be  some  provision  by  which  the  records 
could  be  brought  into  the  pro})er  custody.  Proprietors  records, 
which  are  held  in  the.  towns  set  oiY  from  the  old  town  because 
the  town  proper  often  lia})pcned  to  l)c  in  that  part  of  the  ter- 
ritor}^  set  off,  should  be  in  the  old  town  and  not  in  tlie  new. 
Town  ofBcers  in  too  many  cases  have  not  carried  out  the  laws 
regarding  records.  The  State  should  sec  to  it  that  they  do. 
It  may  be  well  in  the  future  to  increase  the  penalties  under  the 
general  statutes  for  neglect  relative  to  the  custody  and  preser- 
vation of  records,  or  to  increase  the  penalty  for  destroying, 
mutilating,  or  secreting  records.  Also,  persons  giving  up 
records  which  they  have  procured  at  a  cost,  for  the  sake  of 
preserving  them,  should  be  compensated  in  a  proper  sum.  If 
these  records  have  been  used  for  profit  then  no  compensation 
should  be  allowed  and  no  prospective  loss  be  considered.  • 

The  attention  of  the  Legislature  is  drawn  to  a  report  on  the 
Public  Records  by  a  committee  of  the  Council  of  the  New 
England  Historic  Genealogical  Society,  made  at  the  aimual 
meeting  of  the  society,  held  in  Boston,  January  2,  1SS9.

I  would  not  recommend  the  creation  of  a  record  commission, 
to  be  erected  on  the  model  of  the  English  Record  Conunission, 
for  it  seems  to  me  wise  to  preserve  and  stimulate  local  inter- 
est in  records.  If  they  were  to  be  brought  to  a  central  otlice, 
this  interest  would  decline.  The  institutions  of  this  State  are 
against  such  a  proceeding.  Everything  is  done  in  this  Com- 
monwealth to  preserve  the  integrity  of  the  nuinicii)ali1y,  as 
represented  by  towns  and  cities.  The  loss  of  the  custody  of 
their  documents  would  woi-k  in  an  antjigonistic  way  in  tlic  mat- 
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ter  of  the  preservation  of  such  documents ;  at  least,  such  result 
is  to  be  feared. 

On  studying  the  whole  question,  as  it  has  been  presented  to 
my  mind  through  this  preliminary  investigation,  I  do  not  hesi- 
tate to  recommend  that  the  present  Connnission  bo  continued 
by  the  Legislature  for  a  sufficient  lengtli  of  time  to  enal)le  it  to 
bring  all  the  records  available  into  the  custody  of  the  officers 
designated  by  law.  There  seems  to  be  ample  legislation,  but 
it  is  not  properly  carried  out.  It  cannot  be  enforced  through 
correspondence.  To  enforce  it  there  should  be  the  personal 
attention  of  some  officer  of  the  State,  familiar  with  the  subject, 
and  whose  business  should  be  not  only  to  look  up  lost  records 
but  to  see  that  the  existing  -records  are  put  in  proper  shape 
for  preservation  and  that  the  law  relative  to  the  safe-keep- 
ing of  such  records  is  observed.  Two  or  three  years'  service, 
resulting  in  an  expenditure  of  from  ten  to  twelve  thousand 
dollars,  would  accomplish  the  whole  purpose  and  set  the 
records  of  parishes,  towns,  and  counties  in  proper  order.  The 
length  of  time  during  which  such  Commission  should  carry 
on  its  work  could  be  easily  determined  by  the  Governor  and 
Council,  through  re})orts  which  the  Conmiissioner  should  make 
to  them.  A  sufficient  salary  should  be  provided,  so  that  the 
Commissioner  could  devote  his  whole  time  to  carrying  out 
the  orders  of  the  Legislature.  He  should  also  be  furnished 
with  the  means  for  the  employment  of  proper  clerical  assist- 
ance and  for  the  payment  of  necessary  traA^elling  expenses. 

These  are  the  recommendations  which  I  most  urgently  make 
to  the  Legislature,  and  they  cover  the  action  which  in  my  own 
judgment  appears  to  be  necessary.  If  beyond  these,  should 
the  State  see  fit  to  adopt  them,  the  Legislature  would  ask 
towns  and  cities  to  make  complete  indexes  of  all  tlieir  records, 
and  also  provide  that  copies  of  important  records  be  made  and 
furnished  the  State,  so  that  they  may  not  be  lost  through  any 
misfortune  which  may  befall  tlie  town  records,  a  most  impor- 
tant step  Avould  be  taken  relative  to  the  preservation  of  valu- 
able documents. 

In  closing  this  report,  I  desire  to  acknowledge,  and  most 
heartily,  the  very  vahia1)le  services  of  Robert  T.  Swan,  Esq., 
the  Secretary  of  tlie  Commission,  to  wliom  has  been  committed 
the  details  of  the  investigation  since  the  work  of  the  enumer- 
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ators  ceased.  It  is  by  his  industry  and  constant  care  that  so 
many  of  the  errors  in  past  records  have. been  corrected  and 
brought  out  in  this  report  and  that  liitherto  unknown  points  of 
information  have  been  brouirht  to  li<>ht. 

The  Commission  has  also  had  the  assistance  of  ]Mr.  Frank  E. 
Bradish,  whose  experience  in  the  line  of  the  work  of  the  Com- 
mission has  been  of  great  value.  The  verification  of  references 
and  citations,  the  hunting  out  of  records  that  were  not  gener- 
ally known  to  exist,  and  the  searching  for  little  points  of  in- 
formation which  are  ordinarily  overlooked,  entitle  him  to  my 
sincere  thanks. 

The  character  of  the  data  from  which  this  report  is  compiled 
has  made  it  difficult  to  arrange  the  statistical  material  in  com- 
pact and  readable  form  ;  I  believe,  however,  that  the  various 
presenjf^^ations  will  be  found  intelligible.  In  tliis  matter  of 
arrangenient  I  am  under  obligations  to  i\Ir.  AVilliam  C.  Hunt, 
of  the  Bureau  of  Statistics  of  Labor,  for  valuable  suggestions.

THE  PUBLIC  EECOIIDS. 


THE  DANGERS  TO  WHICH  THEY  ARE  EXPOSED  AND  THE 
PROPER  jNIETHOD  OF  PRESERVING  TllKM. 


Report  of  a  Com:n[ittee  of  the  Council  of  the  New  ]']ngland 
Historic  Genealogical  Society,  made  at  the  Annual  i\rEEriNG 
OF  THE  Society,  held  in  Boston,  January  2,  1889. 

John  T.  Ilassam,  A.M.,  for  the  Committee,  reported  as 
follows  : 

There  is  no  subject  which  has  a  stronger  cUiim  to  our  attention 
than  the  preservation  of  town  and  county  records. 

It  is  greatly  to  be  regretted  that  when  the  General  Court,  in  1G39, 
first  made  provision  for  our  system  of  records,  it  did  not  require 
them  to  be  on  parchment,  as  was  the  case  with  contemporary  records 
in  England,  instead  of  allowing  them  to  be  intrusted  to  such  perish- 
able material  as  paper.  Wills  in  the  Principal  Registry  of  Probate 
ill  London,  handsomely  written  on  parchment,  and  probated  as  early 
as  1373,  are,  after  the  lapse  of  more  than  five  hundred  years,  just  as 
legible  and  in  just  the  same  condition  as  they  were  when  tlicy  were 
made.  Ancient  charters,  far  ante-datiug  even  these,  are  just  as  per- 
fect now  as  ou  the  day  when  they  wei-e  granted.  In  the  first  year 
of  the  reigu  of  King  James  the  First,  anno  1G03,  it  was  expressly 
ordered  that  the  Church  records  of  baptisms,  marriages  and  burials 
should  be  on  i)archment,  tiiereby  supplementing  the  })ropo.sed  legisla- 
tion of  tlie  fifth  year  of  Queen  I'dizabeth,  anno  15()3.  Even  to  this 
day,  in  England,  Avills,  deeds,  marriage  settlements,  and  other  im- 
portant legal  documents  continue  to  be  written  on  parchment.  ]>ut 
in  tliis  country,  i)archment,  from  the  very  eai-liest  times,  seems 
to  liave  been  seldom  or  never  used  for  municipal  or  ecch^siastical 
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records,  and  but  very  rarely  for  legal  documents.  In  our  own  da}^ 
even  its  name  is  in  danger  of  being  lost  or  ratlier  applied  to  some- 
thing quite  different.  For  when  the  shopkeepers  and"  stationers 
speak  of  parchment,  they  mean  parchment-paper  —  an  imitation 
parchment  —  not  real  parchment,  the  skins  themselves,  which  alone 
are  suitable  for  the  public  records  and  whicli  should  have  been  used 
for  that  purpose  from  the  very  first. 

For  paper,  even  the  best  of  it,  cannot  be  lasting  or  permanent. 
Our  most  ancient  records  are  written  on  English  hand-made  paper, 
far  superior  in  every  respect  to  the  machine-made  paper  of  modern 
times.  Wliether  our  dry  climate  is  more  injurious  to  paper  than  is 
the  moist  climate  of  l^^ngland  is  a  subject  which  need  not  be  entered 
upon  liere.  Some  of  our  public  records  have  resisted  dcca}''  for  more 
than  two  hundred  and  fifty  years,  but  it  is  only  too  evident  that  these 
powers  of  resistance  are  now  in  many  cases  nearly  at  an  end,  and 
that  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  these  records  Avill  have  entirely 
disappeared.  Perhaps  if  we  had  continued  in  the  simple  ways  of  our 
forefathers  the  evil  day  might  have  been  still  further  postponed,  but 
it  is  certain  that  the  introduction  of  modern. improvements,  like  steam 
heat  and  gas,  into  our  large  public  oflices  has  resulted  in  the  i-apid 
deterioration  of  the  records  therein  contained.  In  some  instances 
the  paper  has  become  too  brittle  to  touch,  and  it  has  crumbled  into 
small  pieces.  In  others  it  has  been  fairly  perforated  by  the  corro- 
sive action  of  the  ink.  Some  record  books  long  kept  in  safes  have 
alternately  absorbed  moisture  and  then  become  dry  until  their  leaves, 
reduced  to  mere  tinder,  can  hardly  be  turned  at  all. 

But  this  hand-made  rag  paper,  perishable  as  it  has  proved  to  be,  is 
far  more  suitable  for  record  purposes  than  is  the  modern  machine- 
made  article.  With  that,  the  case  is  still  worse.  Very  little  paper  is 
now  manufactured  entirely  from  rags.  Most  of  that  now  in  use  is 
made  wholly  or  partly  of  wood  fibre.  This  adulteration  is  not  due 
merely  to  the  paper-makers'  desire  to  produce  cheaper  goods.  The 
enormous  increase  in  the  use  of  paper  in  modern  times  compels  them 
to  seek  new  sources  of  supply  for  raw  materials.  All  the  rags  in  the 
world  would  prove  insutficient  to  enable  them  to  meet  the  incessant 
demand  for  more  paper.  This  wood  paper  has  been  known  to  com- 
merce for  less  than  a  score  of  years  —  much  too  short  a  period  to 
enable  us  to  determine  satisfactorily  how  long  it  may  be  expected  to 
last.  But  in  all  human  probability  it  will  be  less  able  than  the  other 
to  stand  the  test  of  time,  and  will  shortly  begin  to  cruml)le  to  i)icces. 
Some  expei'ts  maintain  that  the  whole  literature  of  this  generation 
>vill  have  utterly  disappeared  before  the  end  of  the  next  century, 
just  as  if  it  had  never  been,  by  the  decay  of  the  paper  on  which  it 
is  printed. 
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The  introduction  of  gas  has  proved  destructive  to  books  in  great 
libraries,  not  onl^-  in  this  country  but  also  in  EngLand.  And  it  is 
probable  that  new  inventions  for  heating  and  lighting  will,  in  the 
future,  make  no  smaller  demands  on  the  strength  of  fabrics. 

Not  only  does  paper  crumble,  but  ink  loses  its  color.  In  some  of 
our  public  offices,  records  not  half  a  century  old  have  almost  faded 
out.  Are  we  sure  that  the  writing  inks  now  in  use  will  leave  any 
visible  trace  of  their  existence  to  the  searcher  of  the  next  century? 

But  this  is  not  all.  To  tlie  slow  but  certain  destruction  caused  by 
the  disintegration  of  the  paper,  must  be  added  swift  and  remorseless 
annihilation  by  fire.  In  the  smaller  towns  generall}^  the  records  arc 
kept  in  the  house  of  the  town  clerk.  The  provisions  of  Pub.  Stat, 
ch.  37,  §  4,  in  regard  to  fire-proof  safes,  are  illusory.  In  the  larger 
towns  and  in  the  cities  a  perhaps  safer  place  of  deposit  is  found  in 
the  town  and  city  halls,  but  after  the  experience  we  have  had  in  the 
great  Boston,  Chicago  and  Portland  fires,  no  such  building  can  be 
said  with  confidence  to  be  fire-proof.  Some  of  our  ancient  towns 
have  lost  all  their  records  by  fire.  And  the  same  is  true  of  many 
parishes.  Indeed,  the  loss  from  this  cause  alone,  of  town,  church 
and  county  records,  is  in  the  aggregate  little  short  of  appalling. 
Under  these  circumstances,  it  is  almost  criminal  negligence  to  allow 
any  book  of  record  to  exist  only  in  a  single  copy.  Its  life  then 
hangs  by  a  single  thread. 

Now  what  is  the  remedy  for  this  state  of  afCairs  ?  It  is  not  far  to 
seek,  but  is  manifest  to  every  thinking  man.  Not  even  the  crum- 
bling of  the  paper,  the  corrosion  or  fading  of  the  ink,  not  even  a 
sweeping  conflagration,  can  utterly  destroy  records  whose  custodians 
have  taken  proper  means  to  preserve  them.  IIow  can  this  be  done? 
In  one  way  only.  Simply  by  the  multiplication  of  copies.  The 
invention  of  the  art  of  printing  has  made  great  changes  in  the  modern 
world.  In  no  direction  has  tlie  advance  been  greater  than  in  this. 
Copies,  instead  of  being  made  toilsomely  and  laboriously^  hy  hand, 
can  now  be  produced  almost  with  the  quickness  of  thought ;  and  the 
great  reduction  in  the  cost  of  printing  of  late  years  has  placed  it  in 
the  power  of  every  town  and  parish,  however  poor  and  feeble,  to  put 
into  imperishable  form  its  records,  at  least  the  earliest  of  them. 
And  the  work  cannot  be  begun  too  soon.  Nor  is  this  all.  The 
greater  use  made  of  stereoty[)ing  now-a-days  —  for  now  even  news- 
papers are  printed  from  stereotype  plates  —  has  given  us  an  additional 
safeguard.  The  printed  volumes,  being  widely  distributed,  could 
not  all  be  destroyed  by  fire,  and  being  subject  to  different  atmos- 
pheric conditions  could  not  nil  crumble  to  i)ieccs  at  once.  Some 
would  certainly  survive.  But  even  if  the}^  should  not,  the  stereotype 
plates  would  remain.    From  them,  other  copies  could  be  printed  at

tlie  mere  cost  of  press-work  and  paper.  This  would  forever  set  at 
rest  all  fear  of  a  total  loss  of  records,  a  fate  which  hangs  over  most 
town  and  county  records  to-day. 

Where  an  ancient  town  has  remained  intact  from  its  first  settle- 
ment until  now,  the  necessity  of  preserving  in  print  records  of  such 
great  historical  value 'is  readily  apparent.  Yet  where  other  towns 
have  been,  in  more  modern  times,  set  off  from  an  ancient  town,  the 
need  becomes  still  more  evident.  The  safety  of  the  records  and  the 
convenience  of  the  public  alike  require,  it.  Some  towns  have  been 
repeatedly  subdivided.  In  one  instance,  some  seventeen  or  eighteen 
towns  have  been,  in  whole  or  in  part,  formed  from  the  territory 
granted  by  the  General  Court  to  the  original  town.  And  otlier 
instances,  equally  as  striking,  can  doubtless  be  cited.  Although  the 
newer  municipalities  have  a  history  in  common  witli  the  older  towns 
of  which  they  once  formed  a  part,  tlieir  records  are  defective  inas- 
much as  they  extend  back  only  to  the  time  of  separation,  the  books 
prior  to  that  date  remaining  in  the  hands  of  the  clerk  of  the  parent 
town.  This  works  serious  inconvenience.  Matters  are  continually 
coming  up  which  necessitate  reference  to  the  earlier  records,  and 
they  are  not  at  hand.  Each  new  town  should  have  a  complete  set 
of  the  records,  prior  to  separation,  of  the  original  town  of  which  it 
then  formed  a  part.  They  belong  as  much  to  it  as  to  the  other. 
A  new  town  should  not  be  forced  to  see  such  invaluable  documents 
placed  be3^ond  its  control  and  in  the  keeping  of  officials  not  respon- 
sible to  it,  subjected  to  all  the  vicissitudes  and  dangers  which  records 
are  continually  running.  Now  the  art  of  printing  enables  us  to 
obviate  all  these  difficulties.  It  solves  the  problem  completely. 
"When  once  the  records  are  in  type,  extra  copies  can  be  had  merely 
for  the  cost  of  press-work  and  paper.  And  each  is  an  exact  dupli- 
cate of  the  other.  No  copyist's  errors  need  be  feared  where  the  work 
is  done  with  such  mechanical  accuracy.  A  printed  copy  is  vastly 
superior  to  any  manuscript  copy  that  can  possibly  be  made. 

But  it  must  not  for  a  moment  be  supposed  tliat  the  people  who  live 
in  any  given  town  are  the  only  persons  interested  in  its  records  or 
concerned  for  the  preservation  of  them.  All  of  our  towns,  ])oth 
ancient  and  modern,  have  contributed  no  small  portion  of  tlieir  popu- 
lation to  build  up  and  develop  the  other  parts  of  our  rapidly  growing 
country.  There  is  hardly  a  remote  corner  of  any  one  of  the  states 
and  territories  of  the  West  wliere  representatives  of  our  New  Eng- 
land families  are  not  to  be  found.  They  naturally  feel  a  peculiar 
pride  in  the  place  of  tlieir  birth,  and  the  children  of  these  exiles 
should  be  encouraged  to  keep  constantly  in  mind  the  home  of  their 
fathers.  The  publication  of  these  records,  therefore,  interests  a 
inuch  larger  number  of  peo[)le  than  are  to  be  found  within  the  limits 
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of  any  siogle  town,  and  tliese  printed  volumes  reacli  more  readers 
than  we  can  easily  imagine. 

It  is  not  necessary  for  the  present  purpose  to  go  into  details.  But 
a  few  practical  suggestions  will  not  be  out  of  place. 

Steps  should  be  at  once  taken  to  put  in  print  the  general  records 
of  every  town,  in^'luding,  of  course,  the  Selectmen's  boolvs,  starting 
with  the  first  volume  and  bringing  the  work  down  to  at  least  the 
beginning  of  the  present  century. 

As  for  the  birtlis,  deaths  and  marriages,  under  the  law  as  it  now 
stands,  the  clerk  of  each  city  and  town  is  required  by  I^ib.  Stat.  ch. 
32,  §  10,  to  annually  transmit  to  the  Secretary  of  tlie  Commonwealth 
certified  copies  of  the  records  of  birtlis,  marriages  and  deaths  which 
have  occurred  therein  during  the  preceding  year.  These  certified 
copies  in  the  Secretary's  office  would  be  invaluable  in  case  of  tlie  de- 
struction by  fire  of  the  original  records.  Although  they  begin  with  the 
year  1811,  and  continue  up  to  the  present  time,  the  returns  for  the 
first  few  years  are  very  defective.  The  only  official  records  prior  to 
the  passage  of  the  acts  in  relation  to  registration  returns  are  in 
the  custody  of  the  various  town  and  city  clerks  and  city  registrars 
and  clerks  of  courts.  Many  of  them  are  in  very  bad  condition,  and 
they  arc  fast  going  to  decay.  Of  these  no  duplicates,  except  in  very 
rare  instances,  exist,  and  when  once  destroyed  they  can  never  be 
replaced.  These  records  should  at  once  be  printed  down  to  at  least 
the  year  1845,  or  better  still  to  1850.  In  no  town  are  they  ver}^ 
voluminous,  and  the  cost  of  putting  them  in  print  need  not  be 
great. 

But  these  town  records  of  births,  marriages  and  deaths  need  to 
be  supplemented  by  the  Church  Becords.  In  many  cases  the  latter 
will  supply  important  information  not  to  be  found  in  the  Town 
Records.  These  ecclesiastical  records  containing  baptisms,  mar- 
riages, deaths,  burials,  admissions  and  dismissals,  should  be  printed 
down  to  the  same  date,  1850.  They  are  even  more  likely  to  be  lost 
or  destroyed  than  the  municipal  records,  being  scattered  about  in 
various  parishes  and  in  too  many  cases  in  hands  of  persons  who  are 
far  from  appreciating  their  value.  The  number  of  extinct  parishes, 
the  records  of  which  have  fallen  into  private  possession,  is  probably 
much  greater  than  is  generally  supposed,  and  tlie  provisions  of  Bub. 
Stat.  ch.  37,  §§  15  and  10,  in  such  cases  have  not,  it  is  to  be  feared, 
been  strictly  com[)lied  with. 

Then  there  are  the  inscri[)tions  on  the  gravestones  in  ancient  ceme- 
teries. These  stones  are  liable  to  be  broken  or  to  crumble  away. 
They  are  seldom  lasting  and  are  not  so  dui-able  as  the  printed  page. 
The  disiippearance  of  old  gravestones  is  within  the  experience  of 
every  one  who  has  had  nuich  to  do  with  them.    These  inscriptions 
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should  be  copied  and  printed  down  to  the  same  date,  1850.  With 
the  general  records  of  the  towns,  including  the  selectmen's  books  and 
proprietors'  records  brouglit  down  to  the  beginning  of  this  century, 
and  the  records,  municipal  and  ecclesiastical,  of  birtlis,  marriages, 
detiths,  burials,  admissions  and  dismissals  brouglit  down  to  1850 
and  all  in  print,  wc  could  rest  in  confidence  that  this  part  of  our 
records  would  be  safe  for  all  time. 

As  for  Count}^  and  State  llecords,  where  the  necessity  for  printing 
is  if  possible  even  more  imperative,  that  subject  can  be  considered  at 
another  time. 

One  more  matter  of  detail  ma}^  be  alluded  to  here.  Of  course,  it 
will  not  do  to  set  up  type  directly  from  the  original.  A  copy  should 
be  made  for  the  printer.  This  cop}''  should  be  written  only  on  one 
side  of  the  paper,  leaving  the  other  blank,  and  should  be  carefully 
collated  with  the  oi'iginal.  Rut  the  proof  slieets  as  they  come  from 
the  printer  should  be  compared  not  M^ith  the  coi)y  but  with  the  origi- 
nal record.  15y  this  means  only,  can  we  be  sure  to  avoid  all  errors 
and  thus  have  in  print  an  accurate  transcript  of  the  original. 

The  pagination  of  the  original  should  be  carefully  preserved  by 
placing  each  of  its  page  numl)ers  in  brackets  in  that  part  of  the 
printed  page  where  each  page  of  the  original  begins.  There  is  no 
need  of  any  other  numbering,  and  the  index  can  thus  be  made 
to  refer  directly  to  the  original  records. 

This  index  should  be  an  index  of  places  and  an  index  of  persons 
arranged  both  by  Christian  and  surnames.  A  miscellaneous  or  gen- 
eral index  will  also  be  found  useful,  and  will  greatly  facilitate  refer- 
ence to  the  original. 

Small  pica  will  probably  be  found  the  most  convenient  type. 

There  are  many  advantages  in  stereot3^ping.  In  the  first  place, 
fewer  copies  need  be  printed.  Others  can  be  struck  off  at  any  time 
afterwards  as  they  are  needed.  This  will  effect  a  saving  in  many 
ways.  Then  too  corrections,  if  errors  are  discovered,  can  be  made 
in  the  plates,  and  thus  the  long  list  of  "  errata"  which  used  to  dis- 
figure books  can  be  avoided.  Nothing  of  this  sort  will  show  in  the 
books  when  printed.  Stereotyping  is  now  much  cheaper  than  for- 
merly, and  it  adds  but  slightly  (all  things  considered)  to  the  actual 
cost. 

Several  towns  are  now  engaged  in  putting  in  print  their  early 
records.  It  is  desirable  therefore  to  secure  unity  of  action,  and  to 
call  the  attention  of  sucii  towns  as  have  not  yet  taken  any  steps  in 
this  direction,  to  the  im[)ortance  and  necessity  of  prompt  action. 
These  are  a  few  of  the  reasons  which  might  be  urged  in  favor  of  the 
innnediate  undertaking  of  the  good  work.

Siii :  —  1  enclose  a  cop}^  of  a  Report  made  at  the  Annual  jNIeeting 
of  this  Society,  on^  tlic  proper  method  of  preserving  Town  Records. 
Will  you  be  kind  enougii  to  read  it  carefull}^,  as  the  subject  is  an 
important  one?  Several  towns  and  cities  are  now  engaged  in  i)rint- 
ing  their  records. 

Boston. —All  the  Town  Records  from  1G30  to  1778,  the  Select- 
men's Records  from  1701  to  17G4,  the  records  of  Births,  Marriages 
and  Deaths  in  the  City  Registrar's  Ollice,  and  the  First  Church  Bap- 
tisms from  1G80  to  1700,  are  now  in  print.  The  work  is  still  in 
progress.  This  is  done  ])y  the  IvGcord  Commissioners  ])y  means  of 
annual  appropriations  made  by  tlie  City  Council.  Eventuall}^  all  tlic 
Boston  records,  from  the  first  settlement  of  the  Town  down  to  the 
granting  of  the  City  Charter  in  1822,  will  be  accessible  to  the  public 
in  print. 

Braintree. — The  Town  Records  from  1 G40  to  1703,  and  the  Births, 
Marriages  and  Deatlis  for  the  same  period,  are  printed  in  one  volume 
by  vote  of  the  towms  of  Braintree,  Quincy,  Randolph  and  nol])rook, 
which  formerly  comprised  the  town  of  Bi-aintree.  Quincy  and  Ran- 
dolph were  setoff  from  Braintree  in  1792  and  1703  respectively  ;  and 
Holbrook  formed  part  of  Randolph  until  1872. 

Brookline.  —  The  Town  Records  from  1G34  to  1838  have  been 
printed  in  one  volume  by  vote  of  the  town.  The  Committee  were 
also  instructed  to  prepare  a  complete  record  of  Births,  ]Marriages  and 
Deaths. 

DiiDiiAii. — The  Births,  Marriages  and  Deaths  recorded  in  the 
Town  Clerk's  oflice,  from  IGof)  to  1845,  have  been  printed  in  one 
volume.  All  the  Baptisms,  INIarriages,  Deaths,  Burials,  Admissions 
and  Dismissals,  found  in  the  Church  Records  from  1G38  to  1845, 
have  been  printed  in  another  volume.  The  second  volume  contains 
also  the  llrst  book  of  records  of  the  First  Churchy  printed  in  full,  all 
the  inscriptions  in  the  Ancient  Burial  Place,  and  all  the  inscriptions, 
prior  to  1845,  in  the  other  parish  cemeteries.  All  this  by  votes  of 
the  town. 

Lancaster. — The  Town  Records  from  1G13  to  1725,  and  the 
Births,  iNlarriages  and  Deaths  from  1(115  to  1700,  are  printed  with 
other  historical  uRitter,  in  one  volume,  by  vote  of  the  town. 
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Providence,  R.  I. — Au  index,  firrangcd  by  Christian  and  sur- 
names, in  four  volumes,  of  all  Births,  INIarriages  and  Deaths,  from 
163G  to  1870,  has  been  printed  l)y  vote  of  the  City  Council. 

WoiiCESTEii.  —  The  Town  Records,  from  1722  to  1783,  are  pub- 
lished in  the  Collections  of  the  Woi'cester  Society  of  Antiquity. 

Several  other  cities  and  towns  are  about  to  print  their  early  records,* 
and  we  hope  tliat  your  town  —  or  city  —  if  it  has  not  already  done 
so,  may  also  be  induced  to  enter  upon  this  important  and  too  long 
neglected  work. 

This  Society  is  now  engaged  in  gatliering  statistics  on  the  subject 
from  all  the  cities  and  towns  in  this  Commonwealth,  and  I  have  been 
appointed  to  enter  into  communication  with  all  Town  and  City 
Clerks. 

Will  you  kindly  inform  me  : 

I.  What,  if  any,  steps  have  been  taken  toward  this  end  in  your 
town  or  city,  and  what  progress  has  thus  far  hacn  made? 

II.  If  no  such  steps  have  been  taken,  w41l  you  not  submit  this 
communication  and  the  accompanying  report  to  the  Selectmen,  or 
City  Council,  to  see  what  action  they  may  be  disposed  to  take  in  the 
matter  ? 

III.  Will  it  be  advisable  to  insert  an  article  in  the  warrant  for  the 
next  town  meeting  to  see  what  the  town  will  do  in  this  regard? 

IV.  Will  3'ou  kindly  give  me  the  names  and  addi-esses  of  a  few 
of  your  citizens  —  such  as  would  naturally  be  interested  in  this  pro- 
ject, well  disposed  toward  it  and  inclined  to  favor  it,  in  order  that  I 
may  communicate  with  them  ?

*  Not  only  have  the  records  of  several  towns  and  parishes  in  this  Commonwealth  been 
totally  destroyed  V)y  fire,  but  the  same  fate  has  befallen  County  Records.  All  the  records 
in  the  llegistry  of  Deeds  for  the  County  of  Barnstaljle  were  destroyed  by  fire,  Oct.  22, 
1827.  All  the  Prol^ate  Records  for  the  County  of  Cuml)erland,  which,  although  now  in 
Maine,  was  formerly  a  part  of  Massachusetts,  were  destroyed  in  the  great  T'orlland  fire 
of  July  4,  18G6.  This  fate,  however,  can  never  overtake  the  early  records  of  the  County 
of  York,  in  that  .State,  for  four  volumes  of  deeds,  from  1012  to  1009,  are  now  in  print. 
And  this  is  true  of  the  early  Probate  Records,  ior  all  tlie  Maine  wills  froTn  10-10  to  17G0 
are  now  printed.  The  early  deeds  of  Suffolk  County,  in  our  own  State,  are  also  safe 
for  all  time,  four  volumes  having  thus  far  been  printed. 
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[Thisproeenliitios  relatos  to  the  legislation  couconiinr?  court  records,  town  and  city  records,  and 
records  of  births,  rnsrr.agos,  and  cu-atbs,  which  during  the  early  years  of  the  colonies  wore  inter- 
mingled. Although  llrlhs,  marriages,  and  deat^hs  are  recorded  in  town  records,  they  were  also 
recorded  for  many  ye.irs  in  court  records.  Thi.s  fact,  together  with  the  practice  which  has  pre- 
vailed of  legieilating  l:i  regard  to  records  concerning  them  by  separate  legislation,  has  warranted 
a  special  presenta-.ioa  of  that  legislation. 

The  laws  relating  to  record.s  oihor  than  as  above  named  are  included  as  a  part  of  the  presenta- 
tions devoted  to  eucb  records.]

Stephen  Winthrop  waschoKen  to  record  things  at  Boston."

It  was  ordered  that  the  clerks  of  the 
several  courts  and  the  several  registers  of  probate,  that  were  then 
appointed,  should  give  bonds  for  keeping  up  the  records  of  their 
respective  courts,  and  any  clerk  who  in  six  months  from  June  1, 
1763.  did  not  have  his  records  completed  (unless  sickness  or  some 
extraordinary  casualty  prevented),  was  to  forfeit  his  bond.

Mass.  Laws.  The  time  for  making  the  returns  provided  for  in  the 
act  of  April  1,  18ol,  was  changed  from  "annually  in  April"  to

were  ordered  to  ascertain  the  births  in  the  cities  and  towns  and 
return  a  record  of  them  to  the  city  or  town  clerks  annually  in  May, 
and  ecxtons  or  others  having  charge  of  burial  places  were  to  return 
a  record  of  burials  on  or  before  the  tenth  of  each  month.

[The  laws  relating  to  i)ioprictor8  arc  fiirft  presented,  in  their  order  chronolot^ically,  and  are 
followed  by  a  table  which  givew,  alphabelically ,  the  citien  and  towns  from  whicli  iriforniatiou  has 
been  received  re^'arding  the  records  of  the  ProprietorH  of  the  Coninion  and  Undivided  Lands, 
with  the  name  of  the  Common  Lands,  the  years  covered  by  the  records,  and  the  name  or  desig- 
nation of  the  person  or  parties  having  possession  of  the  records.  'J'ho  nse  of  the  dasli  signifies  in 
the  colnmn  headed  "Name  of  Common  Lands,"  that  no  distinctive  name  other  than  that  of  the 
town  was  given,  and  in  the  other  columns  that  the  information  is  wanting,] 


1634,  May  14.  Mass.  lice. ,  Vol.  I.,  ]>.  117.  •'None  but  the  General  Court  hath  power 
to  *  *  *  and  dispose  of  lands,  viz. :  to  give  and  confirm  proprieties." 

1638.  Sept.  6.  Mass.  llec.  Vol.  I.,  p.  240.  "For  avoiding  the  trouble  of  this  (^ourt 
about  granting  of  land,  and  the  more  equal  proceeding  therein,"  it 
was  ordered  that  the  Treasurer  and  four  persons,  who  are  named 
in  the  act,  "  or  any  4  or  3  of  them,"  shall  take  the  names  of  all  who 
desire  lands,  consider  and  i)a38  upon  their  demands,  having  regard 
•'that  the  country  at  large  be  not  burdened  to  provide  lands  for  the 
inhabitants  of  such  towns  as  have  land  enough  to  supply  tliem, 
except  other  consideration  require  it;  and  that  they  consider  that, 
though  the  first  planters  were  allowed  M  acres  for  each  person,  yet 
this  benefit  is  not  to  be  allowed  to  all  others";  that  they  "set  down 
the  names  of  all  sucli  as  they  shall  find  lit  to  liave  lands  granted 
them,"  and  "make  certificate  thereof  to  the  next  Court." 

It  was  enacted  that  the  last 
cleric  of  the  proprietors  of  any  common  and  undivided  lands 
should  continue  to  exercise  the  (^uties  of  such  clerk  notwithstanding 
the  final  and  total  division  of  such  lands,  "until  the  records  shall  be 
lodged  with  the  clerk  of  the  town  in  which  the  land  lies;  and  when 
the  land  lies  in  several  towns,  they  may  be  lodged  with  the  clerk  of 
Buch  town  as  the  Court  of  Sessions,  upon  application  made  to  them 
for  that  purpose,  shall  order  and  direct." 

Mass.  Laws.  Proprietors  who  had  made  final  division  of  lands  and  had 
deposited  their  records  with  town  clerks  were  empowered  to  hold 
meetings  for  business  relating  to  debts,  taxes,  and  contracts  dated 
before  the  division,  recall  their  records,  and  cause  the  clerk  then 
chosen,  or  the  town  clerk,  to  record  votes  and  proceedings  at  such 
meetings.  No  such  meetings  could  be  held  more  than  ten  years 
after  the  division. 

Mass.  Laws.  It  was  enacted  that  the  books  of  record  and  other  docu- 
ments of  the  ancient  i)r()prielors  of  townships  or  common  lands,  in 
case  said  proprietors  have  ccMsed  to  be  a  body  corporate,  shall,  when 
not  otherwise  legally  disposed  of  or  provided  for  by  such  proprie- 
tary body  before  its  dissolution,  be  vested  and  held  to  bo  in  the 
clerk  for  the  time  being  of  the  city  or  town  in  which  the  lands  or 
larger  part  of  them  lie.

[The  presentation  of  church  records  (inchuliiii?  the  records  of  churches,  parislies,  and 
religions  eocietics)  is  divided  into  two  jiarts,  the  lirnt  part  relating  to  the  records  of  exi^^ting 
churches,  and  the  seeoiui  part  to  tlie  reconis  of  extinct  chiirclies.  Under  eacli  of  tliese  divisions 
the  returns  concerning  churcli  records  arc  presented  first  by  towns  and  tiien  by  denominations. 

In  all  cases  where  the  records  of  existing  clinrclies  are  not  returned  as  being  misplaced  or 
lost,  tliey  have  been  reported  to  be  in  the  ])ossession  of  some  duly  autliorized  chureli  oflieial 
from  whom  the  information  in  regard  to  their  condition  was  obtained.  AVith  few  exceptions, 
however,  the  records  of  extinct  churches  ai"e  returned  as  being  eitiier  in  tlic  possession  of  jiersons 
or  organizations  jirobabiy  not  the  legal  custodians,  the  name  of  the  ])ossessor  being  given  in  each 
case,  or  no  information  concerning  them  could  be  ascertained,  and  for  these  reasons  no  return  as 
to  their  condition  has  been  made.]

[In  this  table  the  returns  concerning  records  are  presented  alphabetically  by  denominations, 
under  the  name  of  each  town,  the  distinguishing  names,  if  any,  of  the  churches  of  each  denomi- 
nation also  being  given  alphabetically.  'J'he  names  given  in  the  various  lists  published  by 
authority  of  the  different  denominations  are  adopted  as  the  distinguishing  names  in  this  table, 
and  where  no  published  lists  could  be  obtained  written  lists  were  supplied  and  have  been 
used. 

The  dates  of  organization  are  given  in  the  lists  published  by  the  Baptist,  Congregational,  New 
Jerusalem,  Unitarian,  and  Universalist  denominations,  and  those  dates  are  used  in  this  table.

The  dates  of  orgatiization  and  of  legal 
incorporation  are  usually  different.  In  some  cases  the  records  commenced  at  an  earlier  date 
than  the  year  in  which  the  church  was  organized,  services  having  been  helil  by  the  congregation 
and  records  kept  before  the  formal  organization  as  a  church  or  society. 

When  a  church  has  undergone  one  or  more  reorganizations  but  is  virtually  the  same  body,  it 
is  given  under  its  present  name  and  denomination,  with  explanatory  foot-notes.

TOW  EECOUDS. 


[The  laws  relating  to  Town  and  City  Records  are  given  on  pages  2  and  3. 

The  following  table  gives,  by  towns,  the  information  received  concerning  the  records  of  the 
several  towns  and  cities  in  the  Commonwealth  as  they  existed  in  1SS5.  The  presentation  for 
each  town  and  city  is  followed  bj'  notes  giving  tlie  first  mention  found  in  the  Colonial,  Provincial, 
or  State  records  of  the  present  town  name,  this  being  Kucceedcd  chronologically  by  a  summary  of 
subsequent  legislation,  so  far  as  aKcertained,  in  regard  to  changes  in  its  territorial  limits,  change 
of  name,  or  subsequent  incorporation  as  a  city.  The  original  spelling  of  the  town  name  is 
given  in  the  first  mention,  the  present  accepted  spelling  being  subsequently  used.  The  word 
"established"  has  been  uniformly  used  to  denote  incorporation;  there  is  no  uniformity  of 
language  in  the  earlier  records,  and  the  term  "  shalbe  a  towne"  is  often  used.  Reference  to 
volume  and  page  is  given  in  each  instance,  except  for  the  Resolves,  until  January  G,  1779,  since 
which  time  the  date  of  the  act  is  deemed  suincient  reference.  The  resolves  passed  between 
May  20,  1C8G,  and  May  10,  177G,  are  not  yet  printed,  and  the  various  volumes  of  written  copies 
being  differently  arranged  no  reference  to  volumes  is  practicable. 

The  information  relating  to  the  records  extends  to  the  summer  of  1885,  while  the  notes  cover 
legislation  to  the  close  of  the  session  of  1SS8. 

The  records  clasaitied  under  the  name  of  "Town  proceedings"  include  the  records  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  town  in  town  meeting,  and  such  general  records  as  have  not  been  recorded  in 
volumes  intended  for  records  of  special  matters.  In  the  earlier  years  of  the  older  towns  all 
matters  were  recorded  in  the  volumes  of  '*  Town  proceedings."  The  records  claHsilied  under  the 
name  of  Proprietors  "  are  the  records  of  the  Common  and  Undivided  Laitds,  further  informa- 
tion in  regard  to  which  is  presented  on  page  5.  The  records  classitied  under  tlie  name 
"Miscellaneous"  include  the  records  not  presented  under  any  of  the  other  names,  but  which 
were  too  numerous  in  kind  to  present  in  detail. 

Unless  otherwise  stated,  the  copies  of  records  referred  to  in  foot-notes  are  in  the  possession 
of  the  Town  Clerk. 

When  the  residence  of  the  person  having  the  possession  of  the  records  is  other  than  in  the 
town  to  which  the  records  relate  the  residence  is  given  in  a  foot-note,  and  if  the  residence 
Bpecified  is  not  in  Massachusetts  the  name  of  the  state  is  also  given. 

In  many  cases  the  records  called  "Town  proceedings"  commenced  at  an  earlier  date  than 
the  year  in  which  the  town  was  established,  the  records  of  the  Proprietors  in  such  cases  having 
been  the  first  records  in  the  volumes. 

The  use  of  the  dash  signifies  that  the  information  is  wanting. 

Reference  to  legislation  concerning  towns  and  districts  which  have  become  extinct  will  be 
found  under  "Extinct  Cities,  Towns,  and  Districts."

[The  establishing,  abolishing,  and  reviving  under  the  same  or  new  names,  of  the  various  courts 
since  I60G  luxs  made  it  seem  advisable  for  a  bettor  iinderstuiiding  of  the  "Court  Records  "to 
present  chronoloy:ically  tlie  logislalion  by  which  tlie  various  changes  were  authorized. 

The  legislation  concerning  the  establi-shincnt  of  courtrf  is  presented  in  two  ways  :  First,  by 
the  original  titles  of  courts,  in  the  chronological  order  of  eslablishineut,  with  the  reference  to  the 
establishing  acts ;  second,  by  the  present  titles  of  courts,  first  presenting  the  legislation  which 
may  properly  be  called  the  origiiud  foundation  of  each  court,  tliis  being  followed  by  tlie  succes- 
sive legislation  until  the  establishment  of  the  court  umler  its  present  title.  Itefereiice  to  volume 
and  page  is  given  in  each  instance  until  ITSJ,  since  which  time  the  date  of  the  act  is  deemed 
siifticient  reference.   Notes  relating  to  many  of  t!ie  courts  folI<jw  the  references,  in  parenthej<e8. 

Special  Courts  of  Oyer  and  Terminer  were  held  in  various  places,  by  commissioners  appointed 
by  the  Governor  during  the  provincial  period.  As  tlieso  courts  were  not  established  by  acts  of 
legislation,  they  are  presented  separately,  although  their  records  may  be  in  the  olTices  of  the 
Clerks  of  the  Courts. 

From  1002  to  1G99  many  of  the  acts  passed  were  disallowed  by  the  Privy  Council  in  England, 
among  them  being  several  establishing  courts.  As  these  dates  have  been  variously  fixed  by 
different  writers,  the  legislation  relating  to  these  acts  witli  the  verified  dates  and  references  to 
the  same  are  given.  The  compiling  of  the  Province  Laws  and  the  indexing  of  many  volumes 
of  laws  and  records,  in  late  years,  have  made  this  verification  possible.]

[Until  the  act  of  March  4,  1826,  the  Courts  of  Sessions  and  Courts  of  Common  Pleas  had 
powers  in  matters  relating  to  county  buildings,  county  accounts,  and  highways.] 


1826.  Mar.  4.  "Commissioners  of  Highways"  were  established  for  all  the  counties 
except  Nantuclcet  and  Suffolk.  They  were  to  make  return  of  their 
doings  to  the  Courts  of  Sessions,  to  be  there  recorded. 

1828.  Feb.  26.  "County  Commissioners"  were  established  for  all  the  countie;' except 
Nantucket  and  Suffolk,  and  "Commissioners  of  Highways  "and 
the  "  Courts  of  Sessions  "  wore  abolished.  The  clerks  of  the  Courts 
of  Common  Pleas  were  made  clerks  of  the  County  Commissioners 
in  their  respective  counties.
